RUSSIA’S FAIR RETURN, 

The report that Russia has decided to 
maintain a permanent fleet of warships in 
United States waters and to establish her 
Western naval center in the port of New 
York is notsurprising. This determina- 
tion is the natural and proper outcome of 
recent events in the relations of the Czar’s 
Government with the United States. 

II Russia carries out her proposed plan, 
her act may justly be regarded as a special 
mark of favor and friendship which no 
other government has bestowed upon the 
United States. But it is only a fair return 
for what the United States has done for 
Russia. We have fully earned her 
unusual mark of favor by an ex- 
traordinary act of friendship. We have 
voluntarily done for Russia what no other 
free and enlightened nation would consent 
todo. We have sacrificed our principles 
in the Czar’s behalf. We have removed 
the barriers which justice, liberty and 
common humanity had set up to make 
this country a refuge for the victims 
of political oppression. We have not 
only opened our gates to his min- 
ions, but have pledged our aid in 
securing for his vengeance those who have 
dared protest against or flee from his 
tyranny. Wedeserveall that Russia can 
do for usin a friendly way. 

But by maintaining a naval center in the 

port of New York the Czar will not only 
show his appreciation of our kindness, 
but will be furthering his own ends. 
It is good policy for the Czar 
to keep naval officers in American 
waters and particularly in New York har- 
bor. They may ‘be useful now in a way 
they never could have been before the 
Russian treaty was made. In addition to 
keeping watch for Russian refugees the 
very fact that American waters and har- 
borsswarm with Russian officers would 
be a sign and seul of the compact by which 
hope of escape in this direction is cut off 
from protesting subjects of the Czar. 
nder the circumstances, therefore, we 
cannot rejoice with the American naval 
officers who see in this friendly act of the 
Czar a great stroke of luck forthe United 
States. Wehave paid foritat too great 
a cost. The United States can better afford 
to be whipped out of their boots in honor- 
able warfare than be mistress of the seas 
with Russian aid purchased by the sacri- 
fice of sacred principles of humanity and 
liberty. Upon these terms an alliance is 
only offensive, 
With the Russian treaty abrogated or 
changed to fit American principles the 
people of the United States may con- 
scientiously welcome Russian warships to 
their waters. But as a return for an 
abominable surrender of principle their 
presence is a disgrace. At this cost 
the protecting Russian flag in New York 
harbor should only bring a blush of shame 
to the cheeks of freemen. 
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GENIUS AND MADNESS, 

The death of Guy de Maupassantin a 
mad-house has revived the discussion of 
the old theory that genius and insanity are 
closely akin, if not actually identical. 

This theory has the support of some of 
the most respected members of the scien- 
tific fraternity, butin spite of the great 
weight of authority the world has never 
looked upon it as any other than an ami- 
able fad, like the Bacon-Shakspere theory 
orthe Elixirof Life. The evidence pro- 
duced by these scientific gentlemen is 
highly unscientific, and the whole case ap- 
pears to be a joke got up to amuse the 
leisure hours of laborious inquirers into the 
secrets of nature. Thus Prof, Lombroso, 
the great Italian anthropologist, who is 
the latest writer on the subject, inclines to 
think that Darwin was insane because his 
paternal grandfather had a high temper 
and an impediment in his speech. But 
most readers will incline to the opinion 
that this proyes the Italian’s humor rather 
than the Englishman’s insanity. Julius 
Cesar is also held to be a lunatic because 
he was a genius and because he had the 
‘falling sickness.“ But the contempora- 
ries of the hooknosed Roman had to admit 
that for practical purposes he was the 
sanest man in Rome. The sons of 
Sophocles made a publie charge of lunacy 
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y had hallucinations, and Kant because 


of this sort may beset down 
as scientific fooling, entertaining and use- 
ful perhaps as 4 timekiller for those who 
have nothing serious to think about. 
Genius may be shortly described as an 
innate spontaneous faculty or gift, which 
has its roots ina nervous organization of 
exquisite delicacy. This very delicacy 
makes the gifted one sensitive to a super- 
lative degree, but it is not necessary to 
confound a ‘‘spell of the nerves’’ with 
lunacy. Paderewski is an example of this 
kind, but those who know the man declare 
that notwithstanding his nerves he is in- 
ordinately sane. He took $185,000 worth 
of American appreciation hack to Europe 
with him. Is there a better test? Besides 
exquisite delicacy does not always imply 
weakness. Often it implies strength as in 
Shakspere, Michel Angelo and Emile Zola. 

Guy de Maupassant went mad from acute 
civilization. He took the pace that kills, 
the pace which is fatal to thousands o 
noodles every year. Had hislife been less 
merry, it would have been longer and more 
fruitful, and it is not likely that he would 
bave died in a mad-house. i

In behalf of the girls of Missouri and

If he proposes to 
serve as a modern Paris to Missouri’s 
goddesses, what qualifications has he for 
the place? What guarantee is there of the 
accuracy of his taste? Can he discriminate 
with nicety between the charms of bux- 
omness and soulfulness, between the lan- 
guid and luxurious grace of the ox-eyed 
blonde and the captivating and vivacious 
charm of the lissome brunette, between 
fair cherubic sweetness and swarth and 
fiery fascination? Can the General swear 
that he has no bias, prejudice or precon- 
ceived notions which would prevent an 
impartial verdict?

The prisoners work a comparatively new 
variety of the game. On June 20 Mr. Fletcher, 
who is a prosperous farmer, got a type- 
writter letter explaining how to get 
Dad money for good. The ink 
used in the letter was blue and a small 
piece of blue ribbon was pasted in the lower 
left-hand corner of the paper. The letter 
told Fletcher to go to Hotel Cambridge, at 
Chester, where a man would meet nim 
and give him a piece of blue ribbon. 
He was to follow that man. The 
letter warned him against an alleged green 
goods gang in Hoboken and told him to 
answer no letters that were not written in 
dlue ink and to which the blue ribbon was 
not attached. It was signed OC. E. Perkins, 
692 Third avenue. 

Fletcher went to Chester and on June 24 
met Walters there. He came to New York 
‘with him, stopped at the Ashland House, 
and later went to Walters’ house. A valise 
was shown him that was seemingly filled 
with billes and a bundle of $1 bills was handed

to him to examine. Then he paid 
Walters $500 for the valise. According 
to Fletcher’s story, Mrs. Walters at this 
point entered the room with a valise, the 


counterpart of the one Fletcher had bought. 
She said she was going away in a few min- 
utes and put the valise down on the ta- 
ble beside the other. She left the 
room for a minute, but returned 
as H in a great hufry, grabbed one of the 
Valises and left, saying that she must catch 
atrain. Fletcher went out soon after with 
the other valise. He found, when 
he opened it, that it was full 
of bricks.

League Meeting at Central Turner Hall. 


The Bi-Metallic League of St. Louis held a 
mass meeting in Central Turner Hall last 
night, ostensibly for the purpose of electing 
delegates to the national convention to be 
held in Chicagoin August, After the meet- 
ing was Calied to order, J. B. Folleta prom- 
ment St. Louis Populist, was made Chairman 
and Attorney Geo. Thomson was chosen 
Secretary. The President, after calling the 


meeting to order, called upon the orators 
present to address the assemblage, 
which by actual count consisted 
of one dozen laborites. Speeches were made 
against the demonetization of silver by G. W. 
Schwellbocher of California, who termed the 
West the silver producing country, and 
argued that it should shut out the gold Mugs 
olthe East. After remarks by parties inter- 
ested in the Bi- Metallic League, a committee 
was appointed to draft resolutions expressive 
of the financial question as it is at present, 
after which the meeting adjourned to recon- 
vene at Central Turner Hall on Satarday 
night next, at which time delegates will be 
appointed to represent the st. Louis League 
at the Chicago convention. 


Chicago Market Letter. 


CHICAGO, III., July 15.—Another op- 
pressively warm day Kept the trading pits 
sparsely occupied. Inthe absence of excit- 
ing news trading was light and prices show 
no great enange in Wheat or corn, but pro- 
visiors suffered a material decline in the two 
articles of lard and ribs. 

The failure ofa bank at Kansas City with, 
it was said, $1,000,000 abilities and $38,000,000 
assets, caused Sept wheat, which closed on 
the regular session yesterday at 695@c, to 
tumble to 68%c on the curb. This morning 
the effect was considered greater than 
the cause, and at the opening  69%%c 
was bid and some sales were effected at eic. 
The trade was light and largely local 
in character. The recovery from the 
depression on the curb was largely due to the 
pubiished statement of the week’s exports of 
wheatand flour, which reached the enor- 
mous total of 4,184,000 bu. On only four 
weeks during the existence of the abnormal 
demand in 1891, occasioned by thecrop fail- 
ures of that year, did the weekly exports 
equal those of the present Week. Day after 
day the seaboard cities announce that there 
18 no foreign demand for our 
breadstuffs and week following week 
the fact 18 that with the exception of the 
famine year in Russia more American wheat 
and flour is going abroad than ever before. 
‘The market remained rathes dull, but after 
the early decline in Sept to 694s@69\%c, the 
price hung close to 69%c, and closed at that. 

There was very little animation in the corn 
trade. The weather was considered favora- 
ble for the crop, which was a post in favor 
of the bears, but the reports of damage al- 
ready received from afew places has raised 
some apprehensions, which has a restraining 
influence on short sellers. The range of the 
Gay’s fluctuations in the September delivery 
which is the active option, was confined to 
41%c as the lowest and (die as the highest 
point. It elosed at the top, which is e 
higher than it rested at yesterday. ‘The July 
and May deliveries are unchanged. 

A quiet and uninteresting market was re- 
ported in oats. July was somewhat firmer, 
Owing toa scareity of se ng orders. Futures 
were just about steady, with light offerings 
and few buyers. July opened \c above yes- 
terday’s closing price at 29c, sold up to 29e 
and rested there.

Sept lard declined from 10.40c to 10. 120 
and closed at 10. 1560, compared with 10. 200 
yesterday. Ribs from 8.98 at the opening 
fell down to 8. 700 and closed at 8. 7c. ‘The 
market held only a short time above yesier- 
day's closing price for lard, and receiving 
no further support beyond what has already 
been mentioned it began the heavy decline 
which is shown by the closing prices named. 
Pork was held up and closed at an advance 
of lde, but there was scarcely any business 
done in it.

WERKE VERY PECULIAR.

The Bride Had No Intimation That She 
Was to Be Married Until a Few 
Moments Previous to the ony — 
The Minister’s Carslessness—The Full 


Story. aa 


New Tonk, July 15.—Pretty little Elinor d. 
Proctor’s marriage to young Joseph R. Gib- 
son was yesterday annulled by Judge 
Bischoff of the Court of Common Pleas, The 
circumstances of the wedding ceremony 
Were peculiar. The bride had had 
ho fntimation that Gibson wished to 
marry her until a few moments 
before the Rev. Dr. Charles Higby read the 
service. There were no ‘witnesses, and 
though neither of the contracting parties 
were of legal age, the minister did not inter- 


rogote tham on this subject. The bride was 
and she did not utter a word 


eee 
of assent or dissent to the questions in the 
service. Nevertheriess Higby pronounced the 


boy and girl man and wife. 

Charles W. Morgan, the referee, before 
whom these facts were presented in a suit 
tor the dissolution of the marriage’ rela- 
tions, was astonished that the minister 
should have performed the ceremony under 
such circumstances, and recommended that 
the bishop of the dlocese should investigate 
the matter. Miss Elinar had always liked 
**Joe’’ Gibson until he became her husband. 
The wedding ceremony had been very much 
of a surprise to her, as there had been no en- 
gagement and no talk of 2 e es 
until a few moments before they entered 
a New Rochelle church. She drove to her 
home in Larchmont after the ceremony, and 
the only change in her life was that she felt 
so much provoked at Joe“ that sheno 
longer received him with coratality. 

Through her father, Frederick F. Proctor, 
as her guardianad litem, she was brought 
in the Court of Common Pleas to have the 
marriage set aside on the grounds that it 
had been procured by duress. The story 
was then toid at length before 
the referee. Joe Gibson had been 
inthe same school with the Misses Elinor 
and Henrietta Proctor. He lived with his 
parents on Davis Island, while the home of 
the girls was in Larchmont. He frequently 
called upon them, apparently paying 
as much attention to one sister as the other. 
Miss Elinor left her home in a 
cart one morning last September to drive to 
New Rochelle where she had a number of 
purchases to make for her mother. On the 
way she met Jos, whoclimbed into her 
cart.

inary word of explanation: Dare you to get 
married.

As soon as 

Joe““ stepped out of the cart Miss Elinor 

picked up the reins and touched the horse 

with the whip. ‘‘Joe’’ seized the horse’s 
bridle and led him back to the church door. 

The girl said she was so afraid and dazed 
that she obeyed passively when ‘‘Joe’’ told 
her to leave the cart and enter the church 
with him. She sat in a vacant pew, 
and she belleves that she faint- 
ed. All she remembers is that 
Joe““ asked some one to bring a glass of 
water and then presently she was standing 
by his side in front of thealtar, her eyes ri- 
veted upon a button on the floor which had 
probably dropped from the collection box.

The referee found that while little force 
had been used and no threats had been made, 
Joe“ surprised his **bride’’ and she had not 
realized what was intended until the cere. 
mony had been concluded. Under the judg- 
ment she may resume her maiden name. N 
defense was interposed by Gibson.

SUITS COMMENCED BY d. f. VAN BEEK, 
J. GUNDLACH AND THOS. CREWS. 


Their Story of How They Were Out- 
wittel by James Sheldon, Arthur J. 
Judge, John F. Shrepe and Others— 
Mayor Walbridge’s Demurrer to Dr. 
‘Brennan’s Sult—Court News. 


Mr. James P. Keer, as attorney for George 
L. Van Beek, John H. Gundlach and Thomas 
B, Crews, brought sult yesterday against the 
Columbian Underground Electric Traction 
Co., James B. Sheldon, John F. Sherpe, 
Arthur J. Judge and others to compel 
an accounting and to restrain the defendants 
as officers of the Trcation company from dis- 
posing of certain funds belonging to the com- 
pany. The petition alleges that all the stock - 
holders of the company are residents of St. 
Louis and that the Traction company was or- 
ganized under the lews of Illinois for the pur- 
pose of purchasing certain patents for 
improvements on underground etectric trac- 
tiom by insulated wires or conductors for the 
purrose of operating street railroads. On 
Feb. 9 last the stockholders of the newly or- 
ganized company voluntarily surrendered 
3,380 shares of stock to John F. Sherpe for the 
purpose of raising money, and by a sub- 
sequent agreement 44 per cent of the 
balance of the stock, amounting to 2,000 
shares more, was to be surrendered to 
Sherpe. 

The 5,380 shares were to be placed in escrow 
with the St. Louis Trust Co. to be sold—2,000 
shares at $10 per share, and 3,880 shares at 
$20 per share. For his services Sherpe 
was to receive 500 shares of stock and to have 
the privilege of naming three of the five 
directors. 

The 2,000 shares were sold and $20,000 
realized. Then Sherpe and Judge, so it is 
alleged, endeavored to name all the directors, 
but not succeeding in this ordered a meeting 
to be held in St. Louls, contrary to law, and 
had Sherpe_ elected President and 
Treasurer with a salary of $7,- 
and James B. Sheldon Secretary 
with a salary of $2,400. These were subse- 
quently reduced to $6,000 and $1,800. The 
petitioners further allegethatthe object in 
raising the $20.000 was to build an experi-

It is alleged 
that she received an intimation from a 
friend of her husband’s ways of life and 
then began the vigil which resulted in the 
discovery of the papers. It is asserted tnat 
beyond the amount represented by them M. 
Buloz had been blackmailed heavily and 
contingally for a year past, so that his total 
oss amounts to at least 2,000,000 francs ($400,- 
000). 

M. Buloz was the victim of a con- 
spiracy similar to that from which Ad- 
miliar de Marquessac suffered for years. The 
character of his indiscretions is sufficiently 
indicated by the statement that they would 
make a plot fora modern French novel. 

The home of u. Buloz was at No. 15 Rue De 
I Universite, a very decorous region on the 
left bank of the Seine. After that of Comp- 
tesse D. Hanssonville, it was the principal 
salon in Paris. The house is a magnificent 
one, and most of the eminent persons in the 
worlds of literature, politics, finance and 
army gathered there.

THE EADS JETTIES 


Not Responsible for the Shallow Water 
Near ths Mississippi’s Mouth. 


New ORLEANS, La., July 15.—Maj. B. M. 
Harrod, the New Orleans member of the 
Mississippi! River Commission, refering 
to the trip at South Pass, which he made in 
company with Congressmen Boatner and 
Robertson and Mas. Quinn and Richardson, 
says: We found the channel restored 
at the jetties and see no reason 
why they should be further trouble unless 
there is a recurrence next year of conditions 
simflarto those which latel» existed. The 
legal channel now exists alithrough. The 
conditions which ceused the shoaling are the 
changes in the area between the Cubab 


gap and the head of the passes, 
which, in my opinion, 18 largely 
reproduced by the Pass a Loutre crevasse, 
There has been a general shoaling over this 
area since the date of the Cubab Crevasse, 
but the breaking of the Pass a Loutre 
crevasse has so changed the direction and the 
volume of the currents approaching the dif- 
ferent passes thatthe shoaling on the west 
side, that is near the head of South and 
Southwest Passes, has Deen more rapid than 
onthe east side. I think that this trouble 
will recur more ordess till. the conditions 
are restored, as they existed before 
the breakin of the crevasses. The 
executors of the Eads estate have it 
in contemplation to close the Pass-a-Loutre 
crevasse during the coming low water sea- 
son. When this is done it wili tend to 
remove the difficulties which have recently 
occurred at the head of tire south and south- 
west passes. I am satisfied that the jetties 
do not now and have never acted as an ob- 
struction to the discharge of the water of the 
river, and that no elevation of the bed of the 
river or of the high water surface can be at- 
tributed to them. 

Maj. Harrod was shown a dispatch from 
Washington stating that the Mississippi 
River Commissioa was in favor of the con- 
struction ot siuices at convenient points along 
the river, above the main level of tie 
water ,to allow the escape of surplus at flood 
stage. He said he did not know anything 
about any such scheme, and did not know of 
any member of the commission who did. The 
report of the commission, which will be 
presented at the next session of Congress, 
contains a strong vindication and recom- 
mendationof tue levee system. During the 
coming season the work of closing crevasses 
and the revisihbg and enlarging of the levees 
will be continued as usual.

VENT THE SALE OF LIQUOR. 


& | saloons Running ia Deflance of the New 


Liquor Law Raided by Special Police 
Spies—Private Rights Invade’ by tho 
State’s Officers—An Exciting Day at 
Charleston · 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., July 18.— The law which 
authorized the opening of a Central State 
Dispensary and branch dispensaries at aif- 
ferent points throughout the counties also 
provided that ali liquor establishinents of 
every character should be immediately 
closed, and the law became effective July 1, 
as far as appearances were concerned. This 
was done by all the dealers, but to those who 
knew the secret the law was a joke. The 
biind tiger was born on the same day that 
the licensed bars were shut down, and since 
that time liquor has flowed almost as freely 


in Charleston as it ever did before, 

Gov. Tillman has evinced a strange and un- 
accountable desire for delay in the matter of 
arresting any of the violators, To be sure he 
had appointed spies who have been going 
about shadowing all the drinking places for 
the past two weeks but for some reason or 
other they have been slow in getting down 
to work. 80 open was the illicit retailing of 
liquor carried on here, that even a stranger 
could go into almost any of the tigers and get 
whatever, he wanted by simply calling for it. 

RAIDING THE BLIND TIGERS. 

For the last few days things have been rap- 
idly assuming a serious aspect. The Assis- 
tant Attorney-General of the State was here 
on Thursday and was closeted with Theodore 
1. Gilliard, the Chief ofthe Secret Consta- 
bles, for a long time. Yesterday there was a 
gathering of the spies in the office of Trial- 
Justice E. F. Milan and the result was that 
to-day there were warrants issued for pro- 
prietors of four of the leading tigers. Not 
only were they armed with warrants of 
arrest, but alsoinjunctions were issued by 
the Assistant Attorney-General, Bright and 
early this morning the sples started 
out and commenced their work. The 
first place they entered was the 
Americo Vespucct saloon, kept by Vincent 
Chico, Sixteen of the constables went to 
Chico's place and took charge of the entire 
establishment, arresting the proprietor and 
assuming possession of his property, busi- 
ness and private property, while they 
searched the place and took everything in 
sight, not only all the wines and liquors 
which the law allows, but his personal 
property as well. A tremendous crowd as- 
sembled in front of the bar and hissed the 
spies as they proceeded to loot the establish- 
ment. 

In a little while the constables were ad- 
vised toreplace all the private personal prop - 
erty, which they did, keeping only the 
liquors which they sent around to the jail for 
safe keeping. Chico was taken before Judge 
Milan, gave bond in sum of s, whereupon 
he was released and then he began to abuse 
sples and indulge in all kinds of remarks at 
their expense. One of the fellows named 
8 became enrage’ and drew a revolver. 
Chico was not at all abashed and having the 
crowd at his back would probably have made 
short work of the spiesifthe magistrate had 
not guickly restored order. 

BLUFFED BY A WOMAX. 

Later tn the day the estabiishments 
of J. F. MeGay, Gustav Auspach 
and Fritz Mollenhauer were raided 
and all the liquor in sight was seized. When 
the constables went inte Auspach’s place 

hey were told to look around and see if they 
could find any liquor. Thisthey were unable 
to do, so they started up stairs to search the 
private place of the proprietor. But ghey 
were met at the to of the stairs by his 
plucky wife, whoforbade them to advancea 
step farther, saying thatthefirst man who 
crossed her threshold should die. As she ex- 
hibited a Gangerous-looking gun to the some- 
what surprised officiais of the law 
they were not anxious to proceed 
and so contented themselves with taking 
Auspach toghe Justice and having him 
bound over tO appear the next term of court. 
The othertwo pfoprietors offered little re- 
sistance and were likewise placed under $200 
bonds which were, of course, furnished 
without the least trouble or delay. 

EXCITEMENT RUNNING HIGH, 

All during the day the greatest excitement 

as prevailed. At no time would an out 
break have surprised anyone, Two squads 
of policemen were Kept ready in the Central 
Station to respond at any moment and a riot 
was momentarily expected. The liquormen 
are determined to fight the law to the 
bitter end and it ts not thought that the 
seizures of the day willabate the tiger busi- 
ness at all. Other arrests are expected on 
Monday. Meanwhile if the secret constables 
do not take care of themselves, there will 
in all probability be some work to be done 
by the Coroner. Even among the best peo- 
pie of Charleston the utmost excitement 
prevails—they are all 1 2 to the law and 
they regard the action of the State authori- 
ties as less than an act of despotism.

THE PANTHEON. 


The Classic Attractions of the Famous 
Giory-Chureh cf Paris. 


From the Heme and Country Magazine. 

„»The bas-relief and paintings ornamenting 
the Pantheon are as diverse in their nature 
as the ever-changing uses to which this re- 
markable structure has been adopted. Some 
of the most distinguished French artists are 


here represented. 

**Erected upon the site of St. Genevieve’s 
tomb and from designs by Soumot, the 
foundation stone ofthis edifice was laid by 
Louis XV. in 1764. Orginally designed for 
a church and consecrated toSt. Genevieve, 
the patron saint of Paris, it was not until 
1791 that it was secularized as a memorial 
temple dedicated ‘Aux grands hommes la 
patrie reconnaissante.’ In 1806 it was recon- 
secrated, but the revolution of July, 1680, 
was responsible for it being used once more 
astheresting place for the remains of the 
great men of France. Again in 1851 this mag- 
nificent pile was used as a place of worship, 
and it was not until the death of Victor Hugo 
thatit wag dedicated, let up hope perma- 
nently, To the great men of a grateful 
country.“ 

„The form or the Pantheon is that of a 
Greek cross, with a beautiful, artisticaily 
modeled dome in the center and a columned 
portico extending across the front. 

Above the entrance is placed a pediment, 
the field of which is ornamented by an im- 
mense bas-relief, whereon figures of the 
great men of France, such as Fenelon, 
Rosseau, Voltaire, Mirabeau, Laplace, 
Cuvier and others are represented, 

„Among the classic attractions of this 
glory-church are the pictures of ‘Saint Gene- 
vieve’ and The Sermon of St. Denis,’ by 


Pierre Pavis de Chavannes and P. v. Gal. 
land; ‘The Martyrdom of Saint Dionysius,’ 
by Leon Bonnet, and The Maid of Orleans 
at the Stake,’ by J. K. Lenepyen. 

„The most characteristic picture of the 
new decorations of the Pantheon is The 
Return of the Victorious Chlodwig From the 
Battle Near Toibiacum.’ This painting. ts 
the work of Paul Joseph Blanc, who painted 
it in 1880 and introduced the figures of Gam- 
betta, Clemenceat, Bartholemy St. Hilaira, 
Coquelin, Lockroy, Paul Bert and the Ger- 
man Emperor. It is needless to say that the 
whole picture is but a historic sarcasm, ‘The 
veiled idea of ridicule is a kKey-note to the 
whole cauvas.

Ifthe German Ministerof War of to-day 
should be asked under relative conditions a 
similar question he might answer with a 
corresponding appreciation of the value of 
details: There ig not a foot-rag missing.“ 
The galter button of Le Boeuf has become 
historic as an illustration of over-confidence, 
the foot-zag of the German soldier may de- 
come equally historic asa proof of the per - 
fection of the German military service. 

The marvelous organigation of the Im- 
perial German armyisa thing which fills 
with wonder every one who is made cogni- 
kant ot the results obtatned, either by de- 
scription or by personal observation. 

But the wonder becomes stiil greater when 
the multifarious details which form part and 
parcel of the organization, and which are 
really the Causes of the marvelous result ob- 
tained, are subjected to scrutiny and study. 

The marching ability and endurance of a 
body of troops are as important as its disci- 
pline and accuracy of fire. The German 
authorities have realized this to the utmost 
and, understanding that theability to gup- 
port 7 sical fatigue is dependent on the 
physical condition of the body, have made 
the matter of army hygiene one of speclal 
scientific study. There is in Berlin a museum 
devoted to this subject.and its director is.the 
celebrated Prof, Koch. 

All matters of food, sanitary arrangements, 
sleeping accommodations and dress are 
studied from the scientific point of view. 

A feature of the feld operations of the Ger- 
man army is the excellency of its marching, 
The distance covered, the speed maintained, 
the weight carried, and, above all, the 
almost nominal percentage of stragglers are 
such that all ioreign observers are lost in 
astonishment, ‘ 

The matter of footgear, on which in a great 
degree this mar chin efficiency depends, has 
been most carefully studied. Boots and shoes 
ot all styles have been given the test of prac- 
ticaluse. The conciusion has been reached 
that a short boot, reaching a little higher 
than half way to the knee, and with a sole 
very broad at the toes, allowing for the full 
expansion of the foot, is, alk things consid- 
ered, the most satisfactory article of foot 
covering. This boot has its faults—it is not 
tight enough at the ankles, and the foot 18 
forced by.pressure into the toe end, but it is 
durable, not too heavy, easi and rapidly 

ut on or taken off, and does not heat the 


oot. 

This boot isa regulation article. Sois the 
suit of woolen underwear furnished the sol- 
dier, and which includes a 77 of stockings, 
But the wearing of the stockings is optional. 
In lieu of this conventional articie the sol- 
diers are recommended to wear a bandage of 
a. certain character. 

In a recent magazine article this is de- 
scribed as a wooien rag cut square and 
folded over the foot according to the taste of 
the wearer.’’ 

Thismay be the bandage recommended, 
but this is not the one generally worn not 
only by the soldiers of Emperor William but 
very generally by those of his civilian sub- 
jects who gratify their pedestrian tastes by 
tours and journeys in the picturesque re- 
gions of his empire. The bandage generally 
woran is a narrow strip of linen—cotton is 
sometimes used, but rarely, as it lacks the 
quality of coolness—about an inen wide and 
of sufficient length to be wound around the 
foot and passed between the toes. 

This bandage ls plentifully smeared with 
what the Germans call ‘‘Hirschtalg’’ (stag 
tallow). It is supposed to be a grease made 
from the tat ot the deer, but as a matter of 
fact it is ordinary animal grease. 

When the bandage has been prepared the 
feet are first thoroughly rubbed with the 
grease, and thenthe bandage is applied. It 
requires some little practice to so bind the 
bandage that it will remain in place, but the 
method once learned the job isan easy one. 
Dressed in this manner, the feet are saved 
from being chafed or cailous. 

When the boot is taken off the bandage is 
easily washed. The question of its drying is 
unimportant, as it is always worn in @ semi- 
humid condition. Anumberof these band- 
may be carried rolled up in a small 
in the 1 Any one who has 

las heard of this charac- 
ler of foot-covering, and there are 
many Americans who make it a 
havit of using it in an amended form when 
the weather is warm or when longwalks are 
to be undertaken, by rubbing the feet with 
cold cream or perfumed mutton tallow and, 
without drying them, putting on their stock- 
ings. Any one whose feet are affected by 
heat and fatigue and who has tried this 
remedy will never againomit the operation. 

The German soldier is made to understand 
the necessity of caring for his feet, and the 
knowledge he acquires, combined with the 
foot covering and foot-gear he uses, have 
brought about a condition from whictkresults 
an axiom that any aifficulty which intérferes 
with his marching must be due to personal 
carelessness. 

As Mr. Pouitney Bigelow in his recent mag- 
azine article writes: There are two things 
which the German officer does not and can- 
not condone—one is non-efficiency of the 
soldier’s rife, andthe other a chafed foot. 
Ifeither of these two takes place on the 
march, or during the maneuvers, the soldier 
is immediately punished with arrest, and is 
not allowed to offer any excuse.’’ 

Asa result ot both these provisions and 

unishiments stragglers are a rare spectacle 
nthe German army. When seen, they are 
invariably men from the reserve classes do- 
ing theiryearly thirty-days tour under the 
colors, and who have not been subjected to 
the systematic training in marching 
which the active soldiers serving their 
regular time undergo. This training involves 
daily marches over long distances, with the 
fall weight of arnis and equipments.

GAVE HIS KEASONS. 


Altgeld’s Statements Regarding the 
Anarchist Pardons. 


MAKES A STRONG CASE FAVORING HIS 
ACTION.

He Shows Consthstvsly That There Was 
No Conspiracy, That the Bomb Throw: 
ing Must Have Been an Act of Private 
Revenge and That the Innocent 
Suffered. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., July 15.—Gov. John P. 
Altgeld of Illinois, in his private office in the 
State Capitol here, this afternoon dictated 
to a PostT-DISPATCH correspondent the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to his re- 
cent pardon of the aAnarchists, Fielden, 
Schwab and Neebe. Gov. Altgeld weighed 
his words carefully and when he 
had finished read it all over and saw that 
every word was givenas he had die- 
tated it. This is the first statement he has 
made to the pressin regard to the pardon- 
ing, though he has been solicited by maga- 
zines and others to present through their 
columns his side ofthe case. The statement 
is as foliows: 

I greatly appreciate the courtesy of the 
PosT-DISPATCH in so kindly offering to give 
me space to present what it calls my side of 
the question in pardoning Fielden, Neebe 
and Schwab. But, after having given to the 
world the grounds upon which I felt it to 
be my duty to pardon these men, 
I doubt the propriety of my talking 
any more about it for publication. These 
grounds were: First, That the jury which 
tried the men was practically a packed jury; 
second, that the Supreme Court of the State 
has since that time rendered a decision 
under which the jnrors, according to their 
own answers, were not competent jurors and 
the trial was not, therefore, a legal trial. 
Thatinasmach as some of the defendants 
were atthe Haymarket meeting and knew 
nothing about it, and inasmuch as it was not 
even asserted by the prosecution that any of 
the defendants did anything at that meet- 
ing for which they could be held, and inas- 
much asthe prosecution never learned who 
the guilty man was threw the 
bomb, and therefore was abso- 
lutely unable to prove any connection 
whatever between himand the defendants, 
the proof fails entirely to connect any of 
these defendants with the murder of the 
policemen, and fails entirely to show that 
the man who did throw the bomb had ever 
heard the défendants talk, or had ever read 
any of their articles. 

Further, instead of there being a great 
anarchistic conspiracy, the man who was 
then Ohlef of Police of Chicago subsequently 
gave it as his opinion that there was not 
much to the whole anarchist business. In 
addition to this the facts and circumstances 
proved at the trial and _ established 
since showed thatthe bomh was thrown by 
some unknown man as an act of personal re- 
venge for having deen subjected to 
brutal treatment at the hands of some of the 
police, These,in brief, ure the reasons set 
forth in my opinion granting the pardons 
are, in my judgment, so conclusively estab- 
lished by tne language ofthe jurors which I 

uoted and by documents which I set 
orth ia ull and the evidence 

the record of

no question about their correctness, and I 
must refer all those ople who want to ac- 


quaint themselves with the facts to my opin- 


dem. 


ion, as already published, If the matters 
therein set forth are true, then it will stand 
and no amount of personal abuse stop it. If 
they are not true, then it must fall, and no 
effort on my part could bolster it up. 

Everything that has 80 far been said on 
this subject against my actions has simply 
been in the nature of personalabuse. Nota 
single critic has referred to the iadis- 
putable facts which I set forth in 
my opinion and notasingfe man has even 
attempted to show that the reasons I gave 
were not sound, As the storm has raged 
with considerable fury it looks as if my opin- 
ion was going to stand unshaken. 

„J eXamined everything relative to the 
case With great care and then simply did 
what “Ge rity to me to be an imperative 
duty and I don’t fora moment stop to con- 
sider who might approve or who might con- 

Nothing can s0 soon destroy 
institutions as the destruction 
of trial by jury, which be- 
comes a mere farce when a jury 
has been selected for the purpose of render- 
ing a particular verdict. I have shown in 
my opinion by quoting the 
exact language of the jurors 
that nearly every juror called stated frankly 
that he believed the defendants to be gullty, 
that this was a firm conviction in his mind, 
that he was prejudiced against themandthat 
he didn’t believe he could grant them a 
fair trial; yet in each case, after having 
made this candidand honest statement, he 
was adroitly examined by the judgein such 
a war as in the end 
to lead him to say that 
he believed (note the word believed) that he 
could try the case fairly on the evidence, 
notwithstanding his conviction and his 
prejudice,and when once brought to this 
— then he was held to be a competent 
uror, 

e have the grandest country on earth. 
Nobody is prouder of it than lam. Wecan 
and must grant every man a fair 
trial, and, as shown in my opinion, 
I granted the pardons because the men were 
not proven to be guilty of the crime — 
and because they didn’t have a fair 
trial. And if acting upon conscientious 
convictions in such a case makes*an exec- 
utive of a State an enemy of 
our glorious country, and of free 
institutions, then no language could 
be too severe in denouncing hisact. If, on 
the other hand, the perpetuity of our Insti- 
tutions absojutely depends on having all 
public officials conscientiously and feariessly 
do their duty, then no amount of scandalous 
abuse should induce any man to hesitate as 
to what course to pursué, 

From the time that I was 18 years old I 
have spent my life first in upholding 
our fing, and then in the ad- 
ministration end enforcement of the 
law. And I have nothing to regret and no 
apology to offer to any mortal under the 

Gov. Altgeld closed his statement 
with a very emphatic wave of 
his hand. Since issuing the opinion 
which accompanied the pardons, this was 
the only statement he had made, he said,and 
he would make no others. It would all come 
outright in the end. Few know anything 
about the case. They had not gone into the 
evidence, but before granti the pardons 
he had obtained the records At Ottawa and 
examined all carefully.

A QUESTION OF MURDER, SUICIDE OR

No One on the Umbria Seems to Know 
Just How He Came to Fall Into the 
Sea—A Long Statement by His Room- 
mate and Friend—A Mystery. 


QUEENSTOWN, July 15.—When the Cunard 
steamship Umbria reached here from New 
York this morning Capt. McKay reported 
that Ascher Weinstein, a saloon passen- 
ger, had jumped or fallen overboard 
at 8 a. m. yesterday. Mr. Weinstein 
was a real estate agent of No. 808 Lexington 
avenue, New Tork. 

Just before 8 o’clock a. m. yesterday John 
Beaulan, a saloon passenger, who was 
walking the deck, saw Weinstein sitting 
on the rail near a life boat. 
Weinstein was looking up and 
down asthough to see if he was observed. 
Beaulan thought this strange and 
decided to keep Weinstein in view, 
He walked up the deck ana then 
returned. When opposite the lifeboat, near 
which Weinstein was seated, he saw Wein- 
stein let go his hold of the rail and drop into 
the water. 

Man overboard!’’ shouted Beaulan, rac- 
ing up the deck to the bridge: 

Man overboard!’’ 

The officer on the bridge rang for full speed 
astern, and although the big screw churned 
the water furiously, the Umbria ran a long 
distance before she came to a standstill.

In telling the story of his acquaintance with 
Weinstein, Simons said: ‘**Weinstein 
and 1 became friends on the 
steamer. We were to have traveled 
together in Europe. He was very cheerful 
and looked to enjoying two months in France 
and Switzerland. I gaye him my money to 
keep. He put it into his trunk. As the 
purser has taken charge of his 
effects I have had to borrow 
money from acquaintances on the 
steamer. Iam going straight back to Amer- 
lea on the Etruria, sailing to-day. Yester- 
day we got up together at 7:15 a. m. We 
talked while dressing about the near end 
of the voyage and the good time 
we were good to have, He joined me and 
laughed in a light-hearte way. He left the 
state-room saying that he was going to take 
abath. Just before he left he dressed my 
arm, which was swollen from the bite ofa 
mosquito. Hesaid that he would be back in 
a few minutess I stayed in the state- 
room untill heard the engines stop. Then 
I went on deck, The weather was fine and 
the sea smooth. Iwas told that my friend 
was overboard, can’t see how 
he could have jumped deliberately. ’’

Heand His Band Capture and Hold An- 
other Citizen fer Ransom. 


HAVANA, Cuba, July 15.—Manuel Garcia, 
the brigand, has made another capture. This 
time in the populous district of Guines, only 
three-quarters of an hour’s ride from 
Havana, of the person of one D. B. Moran, 
who was carried off by Garcia and two of his 
band to the mountains, where he was kept a 
prisoner some three or four days, 
until in answer ‘to letters to a 
friend requesting himto send the required 
funds, $3,000 for his ransom, he was released.

New York, July 15.—When the tramp 
steamship Red Sea came up from quarantine 
yesterday and anchored at Woodruff’s 
Staves, Brooklyn, the Board of Immigration 
found that nearly all ber passengers were 
suffering from starvation. Col. Lee, Quar- 
antine Inspector of Immigration, boarded 
the vessel off Staten Island. He took 
charge of her passengers and came 
up to the dock. When the 
Immigration Inspector arrived he showed 
them things that have not been seen in this 
port for years. Inclusive of six stowaways, 
the Red Sea had 800 passengers. Of these 684 
are Russians, 84 Austrians, 1 German and 1 
American. All gathered along the rails when 
the Inspectors arrived, and every one of 
them was vociferously indighant, with a 
story of suffering.

NATIONAL BANK OF COMMERCE THE 
GREATEST SUFFERER. 


The Trouble Precipitated by the Failure of 
the National Bank of Kansas City and 
the Northrup Benk Closely Allied to It 
— The €chleisinger Syndicate Troubles 
—Failures. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 15.—When the 
Bank of Commerce opened its doors 
this morning quite a run was made 
on it. In a statement made yester- 
day the condition of the bank was 
shown to be good, and the officials as- 
sert they will be able to stand a long run, 
which, however, they think will not be nec- 
essary. Their statement shows tash on 
hand $1,141,655, with deposits of $2,977,327, 
showing more than the 28 per cent reserve 
required bylaw. Their capital is $2,000,000, 
But iittle excitement prevails and it is 
thought the bank will pull through all right, 
as it ranks with the strongest in the city. 

The National Bank of Commerce is not the 
only one in the city suffering from the feeling 
of uneasiness resulting from the failure yes- 
terday of the National Bank of Kansas. In 
fact when banking houses opened this morn. 
ingthere were crowds of greater or less pro- 
portions around all the national banks, com- 
posed of depositors desirousof drawing out 
their money. The Union National, 
the Missouri National, the Metro- 
politan National, the First National, 
the Citizens’ National and the Midland 
National all experienced runs early in the 
day. They all paid every demand imme- 
diately upon presentation. The run upon 
the Citizens’ National was perhaps the 
lightest of ally while the run upon the 
National Bank of Commerce was the 
heaviest, due more to its great number of 
deposits rather than to any fear of its un- 
soundness, 

At noon the runs had to a great degree sub- 
sided and the excitement had calmed down, 
A strange feature of the flurry was the fact 
that the savings banks were not affected by 
it. They were doing only thelr ordinary 
business at the paying teller's window, while 
the Saturday depositors were leaving their 
usual deposits With the receiving tellers, 
The reason for this is not evident, and 
illustrates the inconsistency which 
always attends financial flurries, 
The presidents of the national banks all con- 
tend that their institutions are absolutely 
safe, and refer to their statements published 
this morning and made in response to the 
Comptroller of the Ourrency’s call for a 
statement of the condition of the banks at 
the close of business July 12. These state- 
ments are especially favorable and show cash 
on hand as compared with deposits of from 
80 to 48 per cent.

The Fhrasé Fad Rather“ Shown to Be in 
Accordance With Best Usage.

A teacher in one of our Eastern schools has 
prepared a ust of words and phrases to be 
shunned by the youth of the land who wish 
to grow up in the fear of the laws of lan- 
guage.

nad rather“ was formed by analogy, and 
nas held its place in the best usage, written 
and spoken, ever since. It isa piece of silly 
modern pedantry and purism to object to it. 
Of course the argument used against it is that 
in the sentence ‘I bad rather 807% vou are 
really saying 1 had go rather“ than do 
something else, and this is nonsense, It is 
trug that it seoms to lack analytic meaning 
to the modern iangvage user or hearer; bat 
the answer is, that in older days the meaning 
Was there because the verb ‘*have,’’ which is 
now used mostly ase pale auxiliary with no 
more oi independent life than the verb be, 
bad then a strong independent life anda 
far more vigor signification. Hence 
the idiom, ones obviously right, has bo- 
come securely: lodged among the un: 
conscious speech processes of wieiders of 
Enaiish and ts still right though harder to 
prove analytically. We are d to see on 
turning to the Century Dictionary, that the 
correct view Of the case is set forth and 
‘twould rather’’ mot countenanced at all. 
Essay writers who Know something about

New Tonk, July 18—The thousands of young 
men ot this country who have just ended 
their carters at college and stand on the 
threshold of that greater and rather more 
important career of contact with an unsym- 
pathetic world will feel gratified at being 


and warning of Mr. Ward McAllister. Mr. 
McAllister is a cosmopolitan in every sense 
of the word and is fully as competent to talk 
of this matter as about society, a subject in 
which his proficiency as an oracle is every- 
where acknowledged. In the ob- 
servations which follow he cau- 
tions the college graduate against the 
formation of evil habits and warns them par- 
ticulariy not to become Bohemians. It is 
likely that some young men have formed’ 
Bobemian habits at college, where, it is said, 
the habit of drinking is not entirely un- 
known. If so, they will do well to reform 
atthe earliest possible convenience. What 
is especially desirable in the young college 
graduate is the cultivation of that society 
into which he was born, and, above all, the 
association with refined young women. Mr. 
McAllister gallantly takes the ground that 
the finest works of man are monuments to 
woman’s love, He also touches upon the 
question cf matrimony, but in sucha broad- 
minded manner as to leave plenty of leeway 
for him who would foliow the advice herein 
lald down. Those graduates who were un- 
able to attend their baccalaureates will and 
this interview an excellent substitute. 
Before discussing this important ques- 
tion, said Mr. McAllister, it is well to bear 
in mind that there are young men and young 
men, and that remarks that might be appli- 
cable to oneclass would be inappropriate 
applied to another, There are, for example, 
a number of young men graduating from 
different colleges this year whose lives are 
completely mapped out, and who, as their 
parents have plenty of money, need never 
feel a want. I trust that these young men 
appreciate their great good fortune, ThisI 
say knowing full well that in certain cases 
the possession of a fortune has a detrimental 
effect onthe future career of the possessor. 
But there are also thousands of other young 
men the exercise of whose genius is forever 
hampered by their constant struggle to get 
money enough to live on. It is interesting to 
consider for a moment the futures of such 
college graduates as young Vanderbilt, Whit. 
ney, and many others whom I might men- 


tion. 

These young men will all fall heirs to large 
fortunes. They have lived at college in a 
style equal to that observed by the sons of 
noblemen at Oxford and Cambridge. They 
are well educated, have every advantage and 
their whole lives thus far have been wrapped 
in luxury. The only question that may afford 
them any serious trouble is the choosing of a 
wife. But even that in many cases is settled 
beforehand. We are ginning to follow 
more closely here the custom in vogue in 
Europe of making marriages by contract or 
by tacit agreement. And although love 
matches still occur in society and often have 
their advantages, the European custom is in 
many respects superior. 

Let us now turn our attention to that less 
fortunate class that includes by far the 
greater number of college graduates of this 
country. How shall 1 advise them that they 
may best succeed in life? In the first place, 
I wish to recommend strongly that they form 
social connections,, and Cultivate the 
acquaintance of young women. The tmport- 
ance of following this advice can scarcely be 
exaggerated. Man is a social being and cap- 
not get along without the ald of society. By 
society Ido not mean necessarily the exclus- 
ive set ofa city—that set which is known tn 
New York as the Four Hundred—but the 
society in which a man belongs 1 the 
accident of his birth. Even in New York, 
where it is proverbially dificait to form in- 
timate friendships, a young men by proper 
effort may ally himself to a very worthy 
social element. And in other large cities of 
the United States success in any professicn 
or business is to a great extent dependent 
upon socialinfluence, To secure a position 
in a prominent mercantile or banking firma 
strong social backing is almost a sine qua 
non, A man must indeed be a prodigy to 
come toa large city, strike out for himself 
and makean impression on the business or 
professional world. Professional men have 
a rather exalted reputation, whichthey do 
all in their power to foster, and which it is 
very difficult forthe stranger to share, even 
though his merit may be considerabiy above 
the average. 

„It is advisable fora young man ta join a 
club of good standing and secure introduc- 
tions to his father’s friends. By seeking 
society he will avoid dissipation and entang- 
lingailiances. Any young man who eschews 
all young ladies’ society is sure to drift into 
the Loheinian set, where his demoralizaiion 
is made almost acertainty. Let him rather 
mingie freely with the young women iu that 
station of life in which it has pleased God to 
call him. He will nad that the women are 
fully as well educated as he and will not be 
at a loss to converse with him intelligently, 
and even to advise him. The encourage- 
ment of good women is the rock 
on which all good works are 
founded. The man who sneers at the power 
woman exercises in advancing civilizatlon is 
either a fool or depraved. I have even heard 
one gentlemen go so far as to remark that he 
did notapprove of public school education 
for women for the reason that it made them 
Bohemians and men thieves—that is, that it 
broughi them to an understa: ding of the in- 
sufficiency of their, own conditions in life. A 
Üttle learning is a Uangerous thing’ is per- 
haps another expression of the same idea. 
But this isa mistaken idea, for the person 
who shows himself capable of acquiring 
much learning, in the same degree shows 
that he is fit to be intrusted with it. Any 
young man who is constantly in the society 
of young women attains, as a necessary con- 
sequence, toa higher state of refinement. 
He improves in his dress, in his manners, is 
imbued witha greater ambition and is in- 
duced in every way to make himself a more 
worthy member of the community. 

A prominent banker When once asked by 
a father what he should do with his son, 
said: ‘Send him West.’ This is really tne 
field forall young men. it is true that the 
East has its advantages. :

CHINESE THRIFT. 


Even Nut Shells and Fr¥t Stones Are 
Fut to Good Use. 


F rom the Journal of the Society @ Arts. 

Nothing is wasted in Chin The stones of 
various fruits and the siglis of nuts are 
cleaned, dried and carve into ornaments 
of the most gracetul kijd. Among the 
stones used are the Olive, plum, peach and 
cherry, and of the shellsithe walnut and 
cocoanut, The stones a® collected. with 
care; each must exceed a certain staudard 
of size and proportion, hafiness and weight, 


They are dried slowly andzt such a heat as 
not tocrack or sprout, ami are then ready 
forthe carver. ‘ihe desiger then makes a 
outline of the future ground or 
picture and bands ito to the boys or 
apprentices, Ihese w with great ra pia- 
ity and soon block ou We design, cutting 
through the hard ligne@s tissue and then 
extract the kernel. A gcond treatment now 
takes place to dry the ifterior of the shell, as 
well as to prevent the ne lining of the in- 
terior from undergoinjdecomposition. This 
completed, esigier sketches a second 
outline, and also hates by his pencil or 
brush where the jufface isto be manipu- 
lated, made into paf work or arabesque, 
or be cut altogetjer away, The work is 
erformed by tt subordinates, as at 
rst. The designr then does the finish- 
ing touches, afte which the assistants 
clean, polishand d or wax the perfected 
carving. The stmes are sold in this 
shape toa quite alarge extent, but more 
largely in other fems. Among these may 
be mentioned lUttens, watch charms 
sleeve-links, earmgs and brooches, an 
when strung togther, bracelets, anklets, 
necklaces, watch hains, rosaries and offi- 
cial ornaments. he price ofa stone varies 
greatly with the wrkmanshipand the fame 
ofthe carver. Sole may be bought as low 
as 5d. apiece; otit's command as high as 8s. 
and 12s. each. Ts average price is 18. 3d. a 
stone, witha hadsome discount for pur 
chases in quantit; 

Ihe carvings «splay great variety. and 
beauty. One clis represents bunches of 
flowers and leave in which pistlis, stamens 
and tendrils are gcurately executed. Similiar 
to these are frits and flowers and leaves. 
A second class iscomposed of carvings of 
birds, reptiles an higher animals. The drag- 
on, grifiin, stor, horse, lion, tiger, came 
elephant and bulare the favorite figures, A 
canon in Chine carving is to reproduce 
only those aimals which have been 
deified, and those mentioned are 
about the mly ones which have 
enjoyed divine honors. A third class, 
and by far thenost intetesting, comprises 
groups of humn figutts, representing 
scenes In bBistor, poetry, mythology and 
the drama. The workmafship is olten so 
fine as to be micpscopicinits delicacy, In 
fact, the ünishig toucbesare made by the 
artist while usima magnifving glass of at 
least fifty dianiters. Om) stones not over 
an inch In lengtlalong ther major axis it ig 
not uncommon find ekht, nine and ten 
character in dferent titudes and cos- 
tumes. Unlike gost phasis of Chinese art, 
there is much ré ard paid o perspective and 
foreshortebing. Bume Of tlese pieces might 
have been madepy Hindocor Italian artists, 
so tree are t 9 rom iocalconventionalism.

OR CONSPICUOUS BRAVERY? 

The Victoria Cross, which is conferred for 
‘feonspicous bravery or deyotion to the 
country in the presence ofthe enemy. con- 
sists likewise of a Maltese cross, of bronze, 
with the royal crest in the center, and un- 
derneath an escroll bearing the inscription 
For Vaor.’’ It isopentoail ranks, and 
has, on rare occasions, been won by civil- 
lans, most prominent among whom was the 
late Mr. T. H. Kavanagh (Lucknow Kav- 
anagh’’), who, during the Indian mutiny, 
voluntarily proceeded through the city of 
Lucknow in disguise, to the camp of the 
Commander-in-Chief, and guided the re- 
lieving forcetothe beleaguered garrison in 
the Residency. since its in stitution, there 
have been some four hundred holders of the 
distinction, a strong proportion of these 
brave men being Irishmen. They have 
maintained that record for bravery to which 
no less a soldier than the Duke of Wellington 
once paid tribute in the following terms: 

WELLINGTON’S PRAISE. : 

‘*Your fordships are well aware for what 
length of period and under what dificult cir- 
cumstances Catholics (who formed one-half 
of my armies) maintained the empire buoy- 
antuponthe flood which overwhelmed the 
throne and wrecked the institutions of every

A detailed description and list of the rare old 

 pelics is contained in Mr. Stevens’ recent let- 
ter to the Departmeft of State, which an- 
nounces also that he has the permission of 
the owner to offer them to our Government, 
properly packed and delivered on board the 
steamer at Liverpool or Southampton, for 
$3,000. 

The official list of the relics is as follows: 
One large electrical glass cylinder, with col- 
Jars and handle; silk cover and leather rub- 
bers; frame for supporting cylinder of strong 
wooden pillars; base for supporting frame, 
a portion of which has been renewed; two 
glass pillarsfor supporting prime and nega- 
tive conductors (the pillar for the negative 
being fractured); prime and negative con- 
ductors covered with foll; a few Leyden jars; 
a luminous cylinder’’ with inside ball at 
one end and metallic point at the other, 
Franklin’s interesting experiment for pro- 
ducing electric light; an old electrometer, 
one or two vacuum globesand some miscel- 
laneous items. 

AN ELECTRIC LAMP 100 YEARS OLD. 

The old electric lamp, which for the stu- 
Gent of electrical inventions at least is the 
most interesting feature of the collection, is 
by no means the arc light or the incandescent 
lamp of moderntimes. Its principle, how- 
ever, is that of the arc light without carbon 
points, this device—which was invented by 
Sir Humphrey Davy in 1813—first demonstra- 
ting the practicability of electric lighting. 
The total length of the cylinder within which 
the light is produced is about 12 inches, and 
the diameter 8 inches. Each end is provided 
with attachments for connecting it with the 
positive and negative poles of the machine, 
which, it should be remembered, was the 
only means of generating electricity with 
which men were then familiar. 

The electric light in this rude but in- 

enious device was produced bythe leaping 

ot the intercepted current from the ball to 
the metallic points which were mentioned 
above. The ends of the tube are partly 
closed, undoubtedly for the same reason that 
the globes of the incandescent light are 
closed at present, and the light given off is 
brilliant and steady. 

The machine with which Franklin gener- 
ated the electricity for this novel experi- 
ment is turned by a crank, grindstone- like, 
and was the most powerful and complete in 
construction of any electrical machine of 
that day. This crank turns a ponderous 
cylinder of glass, which is rubbed by brushes 
with silk. covers. These brushes convey 
the electricity, collected from the cylin- 
der, to the positive and negative con- 
ductors, supported on large glass pillars, 
where it can be used for purposes of experi- 
ment. The machine is stanchly built, and is 
capable of producing a spark twelve or fif- 
teen inches long. While simple in its con- 
struction, it could hardly be improved upon 
by our wisest electricians. It is especially 
adapted for the advanced experiments of 
various kinds which Franklin was engaged 
with at that period of his life. 

The history of these old relics has been one 
of strange vicissitudes. They have always 
been in the possession of gentlemen inter- 
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3 
Richardson, and to offer the entire lot for 
sale. It has only been on the assurance that 
our Government was the intending pur- 
chaser that 1 have obtained the necessary 
authority to sell this entire invaluabie his- 


torical apparatus. 

The matter or purchasing the collection 
has been referred to Dr. G. Brown Goode or 
the National Museum at Washington, but it 1s 
not likely that the museum will have funds 
available for this purpose. Itis more likely 
that an appeal to Congress will be necessary. 
The Government already sesses the old 
printing press which Franklin used in 1733, 
on his first visit to England. When he re- 
turned to that country in 1768 he hunted up 
the old press, made a speech to the workmen 
using it, and drank their healthsina gallon 
ot porter. It came into the possession of the 
Governmentin 1841, after passing through 
the hands of several owners. 

It is eminently fitting that this collection— 
which would properly emphasize his dis- 
tinguished labors in the field of electricity— 
should be placed in the museum with the 
printing 3 where it would be accessible 
tothe public. Similar collections have been 
made of the personal effects of Washington, 
Jefferson and other famous personages in the 
history of the Re public. 

Thomas A. Edison was seen yesterday 
in regard to  Franklin’s experiments 
with the electric light and his ma- 
chinery, which it is now proposed shall 
be purchased by the United States Govern- 
ment. 1 do not think Franklin ever ex- 
rimented with an electric light,’’ said Mr.

Lonpon, July 6.—It is a common and pa- 
thetic lament of most writers, and particu- 


larly of those writers who shut themselves 


up in the shadowy recesses of some moldy 


club, with the opposite street facade for the 
limit of their horizon of actual observation, 
that the good old days and the good. old ways 
are dead and beautiful things of the past. 


The change in conditions of life and living in 
England, Scotland and ſreland have certainly 


been greater during this century than in all 
the five centuries immediately preceding; 
and this has of necessity made obsolete many 
ancient customs and observances that are 


perhaps just as well to have survival in 


literary reminiscence only; but in most of 


those things holding fast the gentler and 
dearer traditions of a people in home, sport- 
ing, social and even religious life, there is a 
surprising record of sturdy retention. 

Should only those which have come under 
my personal notice since 1867 be given the 
briefest reference, so great a number could be 
grouped as to completely retute those dolor- 
ous plaints that the pleasant olden customs 
are no more; and I am quite sure that should 
some friendly and enthusiastic pen be de- 
voted to maki g an entire volume on the sub- 
ject of Famous British Customs Still in 
vogue.“ treating the matter something after 
the garrulous, genial manner of that won- 
derful old podrida, ‘‘Hone’s Every Day 
Bock, the English speaking and reading 
world of to-day would find in the result a 
genuine revelation of pleasure and surprise, 
In Ireland the tender custom of ‘*convoy- 
ing’’ the departing emigrant is the same to- 
day as during all the sad cycles since its 
peasantry were forced to seek hones in for- 
eign lands; its wakes ahd weddings, its fairs 
and frolics, its children’s hunting of the 
robin and the wren, and countless other cus- 
toms hundreds of years old, are precisely as 
they were in the heart of the better olden 
days. 

Over in the sturdy little Isle of Man every 
essential feature of its patriarchal and repre- 
sentative government, established early in 
the tenth century, exists in its original sim- 
plicity at the present time. Its Tynwald 
Court is still, as a thousand years ago, held 
under the open sky on its grassy Tynwald 
Hul. Its sheading coroners, high ball - 
iffs, House of Keys and sword. 
bearer, promulgate the laws just 
as they used to in glorious King 
Orry's time. Some of its parish cierks are 
still elected dy the votes ot only those who 
put ont smoke, that is, whose habitations 
possessachimney. Its fisher folk putto sea 
with goodly prayers and psalms, Its peas- 
ant folk, in dress, customs, superstitions and 
pious faith live lives of calm indifference to 
the outer world of change; and the dardio 
strain of old, held true and firm down the 
shining line of a thousand years, flashes 
forth now as then in its weird, excited Olel 
Verre in each succeeding Ohristmas tide that 
comes. 

And who shall truly say that the land o' 
cakes has lost its fine old customs and tender 
superstitions altogether? What a host of 
genial customs stillcling to these stern and 
fine folk through the influence of their *‘guid 
neebors’’ the beneficent little Brownies 
alone! Make merry of it as you may, the 
household Scottish ‘*brownie’’ still holds its 
helpful place in the hearts of the people be- 
yond the Esk and the Tweed. 

He is never idle in all good office to the 
lowly home of the countryside, where you 
never fail of finding him, if you do not enter 
his realm in the spirit of cavil and scoffing. 
There, in each simple home and heart he sits 
enthroned with every attribute of benevo- 
lence and affection.

Obstruction has been crushed by the cio- 
sure resolution, which:slipped the home rule 
bill along as smoothly on last Thursday night 
asin the committee’s sitting of one week 
earlier. = ee 

The stubbornness of the Unionists has been 
rendered only temporarily futile, however. 
It has not been conquered. Mr. Balfour, Mr. 


Chamberlain and Lord Randolph Churchill. 


assisted by Sir Henry James and Mr.Goschen, 
decided yesterday upon obstruction in a new 
form. Thev are preparing to hold back the 
Government business by obstructing the 
work on the estimates, The home rule bill 
will be got through the Commons on or about 
Aug. 21. Under ordinary circumstances a 
fortnight more would windup the business 
ofthe session. The game of the Unionists is, 
however, to prolong the session, despite 
beat and exhaustion, for weeks after the 

House of Lords shall have rejected the Dill. 
They intend to accomplish their purpose by 
means of endless motions and divisions on 
the financial votes. They hope thus to re- 
duce the Government majority to the mini- 
mum and eventually to drive the ministry to 
a premature dissolution by prolonged 
brawling and bullying. 

Dissolution is now the goal of the Unionists’ 
effort, forthe Unionist leaders are confident 
that another appeal to the country would re- 
sujtina Liberal defeat. They say that Mr. 
Giadstone’s repeated concessions tothe Irish 
have alienated from him thousands of 
Unionist electors. To their minds any means 
to hasten the approach of the next general 
élections are justified, as they bold that the 

“rejecifon of the nome rule binn by the House 
of Lords ought, according to the principles 
obtaining in the relations of the Government 
to Parliament, to be followed immediately 
by an appeal to the country. 

THE TORY PLAN. 

A new campaign of obstruction, therefore, 
is about to be onened, with the prospect of 
surpassing in sheer vexation of spirit and 
waste of time, anything that Parliament has 
experienced. In preparation for this cam 
paign Robert Hanbury, Conservative for 
Preston, has taken the field with almost 100 
amendments. Gibson Bowles, a dyed-in-the 
wool Tory for Lynn Regis, has given notice 
offifty more. Asthere will be ascore more 
hardly more modestin their demands upon 
the patience of the House of Commons, it is 
dificult to guess when the end willcome. It 
iscertainthatthe Tory plan, unless frus- 
trated tn a novel manner, will mean the com- 
plete blocking ef Parliamentary progress. 

While this plan has been hatching the Lib- 
erals have hoped that it would be rendered 
vain by the revolt of the young Tory mem- 


ders whose spirits already have been sorely 


tried by the necessity of attending obstruct- 
ive debates. The Conservative whips have 
crushed this hope, however, by arranging to 
give batches of members of the opposition 
their vacations by turn. They will send 
away the different groups in such order ang 
numbersthat the House can be Kept going. 
Early in September, at the time set by the 
Government for prerogation, a large group 
of Unionists will be brought back fresh from 
their outing to fight for delay, tooth and 
nail. These tactics will cause the Ministers 
immeasurable embarrassment as it is almost 
— to closure the debates on the est! - 
mates.

A POLICY OF FORCE. 

The latest advices from Bangkok indicate 
that France is preparing to overawe the 
Siamese ruler. The French gunboat Forfait 
arrived at the har at the mouth of the Mel- 
nam River below Bangkok to- day. This is 
the fourth French warship to arrive—the 
Lutin, Comte and Inconstante being already | 
there. When the Forfait arrived she sa- 
luted the British cruiser Pallas, and her 
salute was returned by the British man-of- 
war. 

The Lutin anchored in the Meinam on June 
27, andthe other French ships have since 
arrived. The Siamese refused to permit 
these warships to enter the river, buton the 
12th inst. the vessels slipped past the forts, 
after a brisk engagement and anchored in 
front of Bangkok, It has been reported that 
twenty Slamese soldiers were Killed by the 
shots of the French warships.

BANGKOK AND HER FORTS. 
Bangkok, the capital of Siam, is on the 
Menam (“Mother of Waters’’) River, about 
twenty miles from its mouth. It has a popu- 
lation of about 500,000, fully a third 
being Chinese, 200,000 Siamese and the rest 
Malays, Burmese, Laos, etc., with a sprink-

LEPERS OF KANAI. 

The steamer Walaleale arrived on July 4, 
bringing fifteen lepers and official dispatches 
to the Government from the expedition sent to 
the valley of Kalalau to capture the leper 
murderer of Sheriff Stolzand remove the re- 
maining lepers from the Island of Mololkal. 


The expedition reached Kalalau Vall on 
July 1. Martial law was at once prociaimes 
and all outlets from the valley were close 
with extra guards. Fifteen lepers surrén- 
cered to the expedition at Hanalol, two lep- 
ers had already been captured at Wanea Pass 
by the —.— These had been driven off the 
valley by the leper Koolau, because they re. 
fused to join him and fight the Government 
forces. Koolau, the leper murderer, dccom- 
panied by seven others, four men, two wo- 
men and one child, have retreated up the 
side ofa steep valley, where they are hiding 
and declare they will make a stand if followed 
up by the troops. Koolau told a leper spy 
that they could escape over a trail known 
only to the lepers, provided they could reach 
it; otherwise they would fight to the last, 
and would then kill themselves before they 
would surrender. On July 5 orders were for- 
warded by steamer Iwalani to bring the lep- 
ers in dead or alive. The Government ex- 
pects the steamer Iwalani to-morrow or 
next 1 bringing the last of the Kanai 
lepers who have defled the government for 
the pastten years. All will removed to 
the settlement at Molokai at ones. 
FROM THE ORIENT. 

There seem to be prospects of more 
trouble between Japan and Corea. The Gov- 
ernor of a Corean province has issued a not!l- 
fication prohibiting trade in rice and other 
Corea cereals. A number of Japanese fami- 
lies are suffering in consequence ofthe pro- 
hibition. 

On June 19 three or four Japanese were 
murdered near Yuen San, and a Japanese 
official has been been dispatched tothe scene 
of the murders.

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EDIBLE NESIS. 


STRANGE STORIES ABOUT THEM AND 
THE MEN WHO GATHER THEM. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH. 

Although strange stories were told and 
written long ago about eata dle birds’ nests 
the birds from which these nests were said 
to come were still unknown forty years ago, 
and only the present epoch witr its oriental 
researches has thrown light upon the subject 
that has always been regarded in the nature 
of fiction rather than truth. 

The bird nests of Tonquin, which name 
geographists have given to China, were 
Known to Europe 800 years ago, but could be 
seen only in museums, labeled ‘*Nidi alcon- 
um,“ a rare sight for the eye, but not by 
any means a feast for the palate. These 
were believed to have been made by a small 
bird of the genus of the sea swallow, and the 
compound of sea foam, spermaceti and 
spawn. Others declared these nests to be 
the product of the thickened sap of a tree 
called Calambone. Jacob Bontius (1638) 
was the first to give information about them, 
which was later elaborated by Beckmann, 
Rumph, Marsden, Sir Stamford Raffles and 
Crawford, but their reports were so contra- 
dictory that they prompted Oken to write 
in 1837: It is a pity that such an abundance 
of information about the nest itself is not ace 
companied by some definite knowledge about 
its origin, as well as the bird who made it. 
Yet Oken himself believed them to be the 
dwelling place ofa bird, an error which has 
since been dispelled. 

The Indian Archipelago is the principal 
place for the edible bird nest. They are 
found in large numbers on the island of 
Ceylon, in the district of Caltura an@ on the 
Nicobar Islands, where the Austrians founded 
a settlement in 1778 to start a bird nest 
market, the only expedition of this kind ever 
attempted by this empire, The richest yleld 
comes from Java, Borneo, Celebes and the 
Zulu islands, while Slam and Annam furnish 
some also.

The Malayans know it under the name of 
Burung labet, and in the Sund language it is 
called Manuk walet. It belongs to the family 
of the martinet and genus of the Indian Sal- 
angans. the smallest swallow, scarcely larg- 
er than the tit mouse.

To-day the Descalced Grder of Garmelite 
Nuns will celebrate tha fegst of Mt. Carmel, 
which is practically the anniversary of the 
establishment of the order, at their convent 
on Sidney street and Second Carondelet ave- 
nue. The order of Carmelite Nuns’ is the most 
strict of all the religious orders of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Once the final vow of the 
order is taken the world is completely shut 
off from the person. Veils are continuatiy 
worn over the faces of the nuns, and it 18

One of the most stringent rules 
of the order isthe diet. Meat is only par- 
taken of, exceptin emergency cases, t wice 
each year. One of these occasions is to-day, 
after Holy Communion, and the other is on 
Christmas Day. 

The Carmelites as a religious order were 
originally Friars. Berthold, a devout native 
ot Italy, was the founder. A vision of the 
Frophet Elias revealed to nim ruins of an 
ancient monastery on the summit 
of M Carmel and later one 
Simon Stock observed the scapular, 
a prominent feature of the Carmelite habit, 
ina vision which came to him. The Car. 
melite Order of Nuns, however, was not 
established until the sixteenth century. St. 
Teresa, a good Spanish lady, organized the 
first order, and the Carmelite Friars having 
deviated from the rules originally laid down 
by the founders of the order, she set out and 
reformea many orders of Friars. The Order 
of Nuns spread rapidly tnrougnout 
Spain and a frm foothold was established in 
France. In 1790 the order was first intro. 
duced in America at Baltimore, Md., where 
it stillexists. The only other branches in 
the United States are those at New Orleans 
and St. ulis.

STORY OF BULLET PROOF CLOTH. 


iTailor Who Has Suddenly 


Come Into Fame. 


The most popular tailor in Germany to-day 
is neither Worth nor Felix; he is Heinrich 
Dowe. Untila month ago no one had ever 
heard of him outside of the poor quarter of 
Mannheim, Baden, where he followed his 
homely trade, making blue blouses for work- 
ingmen and mending the trousers of men of 
his kind. Now his name is familiar to every 
soldier and War Minister of Europe. He has 
been received in audience by Chancellor Ca- 


privi; he has been courted by representa- 
tives of Austria, Italy and France, and his 
daily mall requires the services of a secre- 
tary. Scores of editorials have borne his 
nameasa headline, and patriotic Germans 
have eulogized him in verse. His name has 
been coupled with that of Moltke, and his 
achievements have given rise to new dreams 
of German conquest. 

About six moaths ago Dowe began to ex- 
See with a peculiar kind of cloth, which 

e hoped to make popular with workingmen 
because ofits durable properties. By acci- 
dent he put it through a process—which he 
has kept secret—and to his astonishment 
found its power of resistance almost incred- 
ibly great. A discharged revolver bullet 
flattened against its surface. Naturally—for 
Dowe served three years in the army—visions 
ofa bullet-proof uniform and hordes of sol- 
diers standing up against flying lead missiles 
arose before him. He continued his experi- 
ments with greater zeai. In the dusk of 
evening, after a hard day’s labor, he stole 
out to the shooting grounds of 
the Mannheim regiments, placed 
his cloth on the limbs of trees 
and began to fireat it with his army gun. 
His fellow laborers in the little shop thought 
him crazy and kept him at a respectful dis- 
tance. Ihe small boys of the town gathered 
about to jeer at and mock him, but Dowe 
worked on. His experiments were inter. 
rupted for weeks at a time for lack of money 
to purchase ammunition and chemicals. in 
the interval he would ply his needle with 
especial diligence, would save a few marks 
and then 1 with his higher labors. At 
last, half confident of his success, he un- 
folded his plans toa physician of Mannheim, 
who, after considerable hesitation, lent him 
800 marks with whicr»to continue his experi- 
ments. He could give no security for the 
money and could only promise the doctora 
percentage of future gains. 

A little more than a month ago he called 
upon the commander of the Mannheim gar- 
rison and asked him to try his bullet-proof 
cloth.’’ The officer laughed increduously, 
but consented to accommodate him. To the 
amazement of the officer and his aids the ex- 
periments were successful, and the bullets of 
the ordinary rifles made no impression on 
the dark blue cloth.’’ The Lebel gun, 'the 
terrible destroyer of men,’’ itistrue, was 
not used in the shooting; but Dowe is con- 
fident that his cloth eventually will be able 
— flatten the bullets from the Lebel bar - 
rel.“ 

The Mannheim commander sent the news 
of the invention tothe War Office in Berlin, 
and a day later Dowe was a famous man. He 
is about 34 years old and a widower, with two 
children, is education was meager, and it 
it is probable that he understands no physi- 
cal law. He is intelligent, however, for a 
man of his class, and with the wealth which 
seems to be within his grasp he will be able 
to fit himself forthe comparatively import- 
ant place which he may be called upon to 
occupy.

THE DUCHESS DE GRAMONT. 


A Rothschild Who Married Intoa Family 
With an Interesting History. 


Special Cor. of the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATcH. 

PARIS, July 6.—At the corner of the Champs 
Elysees and the Rue de Chaillot is a guperb 
mansion that has the appearance of a verit- 
able palace. In this princely abode, numer- 
ous fetes willbe given by its mistress, the 
Duchess de Gramont, nee Rothschild. 

The Duchess de Gramont was the first 
member of the Rothschild family who 
married a Ohristian, but her example 
was quickly followed by her sister. who 
became Princess de Wagram, and her 
cousin, who married the Earl of Rose- 
bery, Marguerite de Rothschild had 
much difficulty when she forsook the tradi- 
tions of her ancestors. Her father, Baron 
Charles de Rothschild of Frankfort, dis- 
dained the Christain aristocracy, and was 
determined that his daughter should marry 
one of her cousins. When she signified her 
intention of marrying the Duke de Gramont, 
then Duke de Guiche, her father’s horror may 
be imagined. Marguerite, however, received 
Christian baptism and her marriage with the 
Duke de Guiche was celebrated, according to 
ancient custom, at midnight, in the crypt of 
St. Augustine’s Chapel, 

The Duchess de Gramont isin appearance 
a daughter of her race, witb large black 
eyes and clear creole complexion. She is 
very animated in conversation, remarkably 
well informed and athorough musician, 

The Duke de Gramont is handsome, for the 
Gramonts are celebrated for their beauty. 
His first wife was a Princess de Beauvau, and 
she had one daughter, born in 1875. The 
present Duchess has three children, and at 
the family castle, near Paris, her great hap- 
piness is to aid them in their studies and 
share their enthusiasm for sport. 

The Gramonts are among the oldest fam - 
les in France, and date from King Pelage of 
prehistoric times... In the sixteenth 
century the family being extinct 
in a male line, Claire de Gramont mar- 
ried Count d’Aure, and he relinquished 
his own name and titie for that of Gramont. 
His grandson, Philbert de Gramont, married 
Corisandre d’Andouin, the beauty wlio be- 
came favorite of Henri IV. After the siege of 
La Fere Corisandre was a widow, and Henri 
remained for months atatime at the Chateau 
de Guiche, where he forgot the kingdoms of 
France and Navarre. With his own blood he 
signed the promise to place her on the throne 
of France, and Corisandre gave in return her 
money, Jewels andaffection. But when King 
of France Henri negiected la belle Corisandre 
and his promise to her, she was too proud to 
make known her sorrow, and buried herself 
atthe Chateau de Guiche, where she could 
hear nothing of the fetesatcourt. However, 
Henri offered her son the privilege of placing 
on his coach the arms of France with the bar 
sinister. Because of fillal piety the son re- 
fused, and replied to the King’s offer: It 
was sufficient to take from my father his wife 
and his happiness without taking from him 
also his descendants,’’

XV. the Gramonts held the highest positions; 

the grandmother of the present Duke wasa 

sister of the famous Count d’Orsay, and his 

mother was a Scotchwoman, daughter of 

William MacKinnon, chief of his clan and 

member of Parliament. The Duke’s father 

was Ambassador and Minister of Foreign 

Affairs under Napoleon III.; he served his 

country with distinction, but it was he who 

had the misfortune to declare war in“ 
1870 and his friends say that he 

died of a broken heart. The late Duke 

de Gramont was remarkably intelligent, 

and especially noted for his kindness of 
heart. The present Duke has two brothers 

and one sister, His eldest brother, the Duke 

de Lesparre, married, some years ago, the 
daughter of the Duke de Conegliano. The 
second brother is Count Alfred de Gramont, 

the handsomest member of the family; his 
wife is daughter of M. Sabatier, once French 

Consul in Egypt. The home of Count Alfred 
is No. 30 Avenue Hoche, a house filled with 
Oriental curiosities. When Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid was Minister to France he occupied this 
house, but during his stay the sphinx, mum. 

mies and Pharaolis were not placed in con- 
spicuous positions, 

I wave already mentioned Cortsandre de 
Gramont, Countess de Brigode. She is con- 
sidered one of the most charming women in 
Paris; tall and graceful, her carriage recalls 
the beauties painted by Nattier. Although 
the Countess de Brigode is not sad, an ex- 
pression of melancholy makes her face most 
interesting. No Frenchwoman has greater 
taste in dress than the Countess, because 
with her nothingis banal. Until the last few 

ears the Paris home of the Countess de 

rigode was in the Rue Dumont a’Urville, 
but she preferred to live at the Chateau de Fol- 
embray, belonging to her husband’s mother, 
the Baroness de Poiliy. Folembray, left to 
his wife by Baron de Pollly, is a modern cas- 
tle, and containsa great numberof rooms, 

o that it is one of the most hospitable dwell- 
ngs in France. The Baroness de Pollly is 
eldest daughter of the Marquis du Halioy 
‘ oetquen, noted for his bravery. As Mme. 
de Poilly had no brother, her father’s title 
belongs to her second son, The du Halloy- 
Coetquens descend in direct line from the 
kings and dukes of Brittany. It was Jean de 
Coetquen who had the honor of accompany- 
ing the Queen of of Louis XII. when she came 
first to his kingdom. 

As I have said, Mile. du Halloy-Coetquen 

married first the Count de Brigode, and her 
second husband was tho Baron de Poilly. The 
Brigodes are a very ancient family of Dutch 
origin, and the husband of Mile. de Gramont 
has inherited the qualities that made his 
ancestors renowned in arts and the science 
of war, 
It is with these people that a daughter of 
the Rothschilds is now allied; it is toa mem. 
ber of this family that she has brought her 
enormous wealth—weaith that has made of 
her home in the Champs Elysees,a miniature 
Versailles. For we might believe ourselves 
transported to Versailles when weare in the 
clock salon and the Trianon boudotr, en- 
riched with portraits ofa Duchess of Polig- 
nac and a Duchess de Guiche. 

The Duchess de Gramont had six sisters. 
The eldest is widow of Baron Solomon de 
Rothschild, and her daughter, Helene, fol. 
lowed the example of her aunt, and, against 
the will of her family, married a Christian, 
Baron van Zuylen van Nijvelt. The second 
sisteris the wifeof Lord Rothschild of Lon- 
don. Thethird, widow of Baron James de 
Rothschild; the fourth is unmarried; the 
utth died at the age of 20 years, after having 
written ‘*Lettresa une amie chretienne sur 
les verites fondamentales du Judaisme,’’ 
letters that have been considered worthy of 
translation in several languages. The young- 
est sister, as I have before said, is the 
Princess de Wagram. 

From her father the Duchess de Gramont 
has inherited a taste for bibelots. Baron 
Charles was a celebrated amateur, and 
among other works of art he sessed h- 
bein’s portrait of Goethe and the wonderful 
silver service made by Wenzel Jamnitzer, 
the great silversmith of the Renaissance. 
For this the Baron is said to have paid one

Ihe time has come when millers ex- 
pected to see a revival at least in interest if 
not in trade, as is no more than natural 
at a new crop, but asyetthings have re- 
maine! remarkably quiet and the chances 
are rather in favor of a continuance of this 
condition of affairs.

The Government report, which made the 
condition of the cotton crop on July I the 
lowest for many years, followed by an un- 
favorable showing by the Financial Chronicle 
yesterday, hada decided effecton the mar- 
ket, and were it not forthe unsettled condli- 
tion of financial affairs cotton no doubt 
would be still better, as under present condl- 
tions tradersin cotton, and for that matter 
in everything else, are imbued with a 
spirit of conservation and a disposition to go 
slow. The future of the market hinges alto- 
gether on the crop outlook, yet the mar- 
ket does not respond to the extent that con- 
ditions seem to justify. It is largely a wait- 
ing market, and not until the clouds that 
have been overhanging the financial world 
have blown over, can much be expected 
either one way or the other. It has rained 
in Texas, but notin sufficient quantities to 
be productive of good results, and more 


rain is required, 


There was no material change in the situa 
tion ofthe market the past week for good 
hay, but a weak and lower market ruled on 
the medium and low grades. Receipts for 
the week show a slight decrease, being 1,670 
tons, against 2,000 tons the week before. 
Shipments also decreased some—4ll tons, 
against 477 tons the week before. At 
this season of the year there is 
little demand for anything but the 
best grades of all Kinds of hay and, as the 
supply of choiceand better has run unusual- 
ly ight, witha good steady demand from 
ay to-day, prices have been well main- 
tained aud the 5 well cleaned up 
daily. In the low grades of timothy and 
mixed there was little doing, and for the 
medium grades, the demand was very light, 
all these grades showing a loss in the aver- 
age sales of 60c r ton. Choice and 
fancy prairie like timothy was in 
good demand, but most of the 
arrivals were off color and heating, but oth- 
erwise good hay. As prices on such hay 
have ruled low buyers have been induced to 
taks hold of itand a good steady movement, 
but at very low prices, resulted. The short- 
age in the fodder crop e broad has not re- 
sulted in anything being done from this mar- 
ket up tothe present time. Some inquiries 
have received from abroad by commission 
houses, one firm having already named fg - 
ures on 1,000 tons of clover mixed, but it is 
a question whether so large an order of old 
hay could be had and fears are entertained 
of the keeping qualities of new hay in its 
present uacured condition.

They are securing the regular business of the 
storekeepers onthe street, pay no license, 
taxes, or other expenses the storekeeper 
must submit to and the victims suggest that 
the City Collector should look into the matter 
and make them pay the same license to the 
city the storekeeper pays for the same work 
or privilege.

Do Not Cause Depression—fp-cula- 

tlon ‘More Active at the Close of the 

Market Gold Coming, Back 
Nrw vonn, gulr 18.— There have been no 
developments during the week indicate 
that the improving tendencies which have 
manifested themselves for some time have 
ceased, or that any important set-back has 
been given tothe growth of confidence or to 
the progress towards better times. Specu- 
lation during the week has been unusually 
active for these times, and during the week 
by farthe lowest prices of the present long- 
continued decline were reached, The ay- 
erage price of twenty sel stocks on 
Tuesday night was 652.4. Before that 
time the lowest previous average price of 
the same stocks was recorded on July 2, 1885, 
the general average then being 48.09. The 
highest average price recorded tor these 
same stocks, in the meantime, was in May, 
1890, when they sold at 78.03. It can be seen, 
then, that with the exception of some sharp 
recoveries, which have been generally short 
lived and which have never managed 
to carry the average price of these 
stocks up to very near the high 
point, that the general tendency has been 
one of protracted liquidation and falling av- 
erages. 

It was in July, 1890, that the famous Sher- 
man law was passed which was, by its infla- 
tion of prices, to have brought about a great 
boom in everything. That the boom has by 
no means applied to securities will be seen 
by the above comparisons. Of course no one 
means that low-priced stocks are necessarily 
cheap, and no one would be willing to say 
that simply because these stocks have 
reached such alow average that they must 
necessarily reverse their course and ad- 
vance, but itis a matter of record that bull 
movements do occur once in a while 
andthatany prolonged bull movement can 
only follow a low average of values. 
With average values only ( points above 
those pf eight years ago and, taking into ac- 
councfine growth of the country and the de- 
velopment of generaltrade in that time, it 
can be seen that, leaving everything else 
aside, there is at least one factor in the 
general proposition that stocks are cheap. 
Whether or not the Sherman law has been 
alone responsible for the crumbling of values 
noted since its passage, it would be idle to 
say, but that it had the most to do with it is 
almost certain. 

It has beenin a great measure responsible 
for the phenomenal exports of gold, for the 
inflation of credit all over the country, and 
it has also acted as a factor in checking 


more natural exports, as advo- 
cates of lower prices have 
found in these conditions arguments 


to account for the past decline, and also 
urged them as reasons for still further de- 
clines;the prospects of the repeal of such a 
law ought to doa great deal toward revers- 
ing the present contracting tendency. 

The condition of the banks, which is such a 
very important factor in measuring the pros- 
perity of the whole country, is one ofthe 
most hopeful signs of the times. The pres! 
dents of New York banks almost unanimously 
report that they see great changes for the 
better in the situation as viewed from vari- 
ous standpoints. One of the best of these is 
the fact that a return of the vast 
amounts of currency which have 
been withdrawn from them for 
the. past few months is now well 
under way and is growing daily. Some of 
the uptown banks report that during the 
week they have received large and even un- 
expected deposits of currency, and as these 
‘Danks Keep the personal accounts of many 
men and women who have been scared out of 
their wits by all ofthe gloomy things that 
they have read about and only half under- 
stood itshows that the scare is subsiding 
and normal business conditions are resuming 
theirsway. As behind all the banks in the 
country are the pocket books and safe depos- 
it vaults of the individuals, thisis no slight 
hopeful symptom. A very much easier 
money market has also prevailed during the 
week, good commercial paper being fairly 
easy of sale and the disposition to make time 
loans on collateral has become more evident. 

The clearing-house certificates issued by 
the banks to relieve the situation remain in 
volume near thetop mark, but during the 
latter part of the week some of them were 
canceled and the 1 are that they 
will be steadily and slowly withdrawn until 
the are all retired. There should 
due haste in doing this, as there may be one 
or two weak concerns which may need help, 
and it will be some time before the money 
supply of the New York banks will be again 
ina normal state. The very short slump in 
stocks which occurred on Tuesday was prob- 
ably very chilling to many who supposed 
that, with the reported improved conditions, 
the stock market would be less liable to such 
Violent fluctuations. 

Another and sounder view to take of this is 
that the fact that the shock was received 
without resultingin a embarrassments is 
a most excellent indication that conditions 
have very materially improved, and the way 
that the semi-panic ot that day was received 
in Wall street has had no little to do with re- 
assuring money lenders of the strength and 
—— of that locality. Several of the very 
best-informed men who up to this week have 
seen — good in the situation admit to a 
more optimistic feeling, and have no hesita- 
tion in stating their belief that the tide of 
depression has finally turned. The receipts 
of currency from the West and other 
points has had the effect of caus- 
ing the banks to cease their abnormal 
practice of cashing their government Checks 
at the Sub-Treasury instead of sending them 
to the clearing-house. This, however, was 
not the only reason of the return to the usual 
way of settling through the clearing-house. 
As soon as the Sub-Trea beganto pay out 
gold instead of currency for these certificates 
the banks found themselves confronted with 
the necessity of handling that metal and pay- 
ing for its storage and transportation to 


their offices, Some surprise has n ex- 
Dressed that after the sury Department 
had taken such painsto build up its gold re- 
serves, it should be so willing to pay Out gold 
again, especially when it is not desired by 
the Ireasury creditors, An explanation of 
this policy, however, may be found in the 
fact that the Treasury's reserve is very 
rapidly approa 9100, 000, 000 line 
again, ct which sury:would be 
called upon to In its 
desire to avoid this its willing 
ness to out gold.

MOVEMENT OF THE MARKET. 

New Tonk, July 15.—Tne Post says finan- 
Clally: ‘‘The news of the day was averse to 
the market, the situation of the bear specu- 
lators in its favor. The existence of 4 small 
speculative interest on the long side of the 
market, it may be added, was a second un- 
favorable factor, and explained the day’s 
net losses, for board room speculation on a 
margin in that direction is very likely at 


present to mean quick liquidation, The fal- 
ure of an important iron 11 company 
in the northwest was used with much effect, 
as was the development of local trouble in 
Kansas City finances. London was used again 
for open bear manipulation, nearly all prices 
on that market selling below our own. It 
can hardly be doubted that the total absence 
of support in London 18 largely due to the 
crazy antics of the silver statesmen in our 
West, and inasmuch as local bear operators 
and their foreign agents are making the ut- 
most use of all such episodes, it will be wise 
for New York bankers with responsible con- 
nections in London to advise their corres- 
pondents of the truth. The Colorado horse 
play at which Americans smile, Englishmen 
atter theirfashion are aptto witness with 
very grave uneasiness. As a whole, the 
market experienced a moderate reduction, 
natural enough perhaps, when one considers 
the heavy handicap under which prices 
struggle. 

The borrowing demand for stocks mean- 
time is very active, showing how heavily the 
speculators for the decline are still involved, 
One thing was pretty evident from to-day’s 
bank statement, that institution money with- 
drawn a fortnight since from bank deposits 
has not yet been returned. The extraordl- 
nary contraditions in the statements publicly 
given out by officers of savings banks make 
thisasomewhat delicate matter for discus. 
sion, but enough of these gentlemen have 
discussed the situation frankly to give fair 
confirmation to the belief that such with- 
drawals had been very large. There is no sign 
of their redeposit in the statement of to-day. 

What this statement reflects is material 
shrinkage in both loan and deposit accounts, 
the aggregates of which, after deducting 
from the loan account the clearing-house 
certificate cancellations are pretty much the 
same. Nodoubtthe breaking-down of mar- 
gins in Tuesday and Wednesday’s markets 
explains some of the loan contractions. At 
any rate it must be evident that the changes 
are chiefly local. The gain in specie has an 
obvious explanation, the loss in legal tenders 
is less plainly to be accounted for. Conserv- 
had reckoned at least a 
million net received on shipment from in- 
terior points. It is not easy, therefore, to 
explain the net currency loss of $878,600. 
Fortunately, the reserve itself shows a ma- 
terial gain, to which the moral effect on the 
money market may be considerable.

City Counselor Marshall, inan opinion on 
the ordinances regulating the sale of ice,

Commissioner before storing it. 

The application for this permit must be ac- 
companied by a sworn statement of the time 
and place where the ice was cut, so that the 
Health Commissioner can have it examined 
if he deems it necessary and condemn its use 
for domestic purposes if impure. 

The nalty for a violation of this law is a 
fine of from $50 to §250 for each and every 
offense.

The venerable Richard Dowling is a among 
the oldest pioneers of st. Louis. going back to 
|} the first quarter ot the century, of whom 
only four or five still survive. Though en- 
feebled by advancing age, and suffering, 
among other infirmities, a loss ot eyesight, 
he vet retains his intellect untmpatred, and 
more especially that romarkable memory 
which recalls the people and events of eighty 
years ago as vividly as if they occurred but 
yesterday. 
Among interesting relics of early St. Louis 
he has preserved among his nies a list of all 
the taxable inhabitants of the vijage of St. 
Louis in the year 1811; and tue valuation set 
Opposite their names. Furthermore, he per- 
sonally knew nearly all the persons taxed, 
and the location and extent of their holdings. 
There had been very little change in the pre- 
ceding half dozen years, from the date of the 
assessment tothe date of Mr. Dowling’s ar- 
rival.

Mr. Dowling was seen by a reporter at his 
residence on Marion street and although 
quite feeble he rose up in his bed and when 
apprised of the object of the visit sent for the 
book containing pasted clippings of years 
and indulged in some reminisences of his 
early days in St. Louls. He said that from 
1817 to 1820 he attended school, and of the 136. 
boys that were his school mates, there were 
but four with himself now alive. One of 
them is Hon. George W. Jones, who 
was the first United States Senator from 
Iowa, holding the seat twelve years. 
He gave the names to both States, Iowa and 
Wisconsin, He graduated atthe Lexington 
University. His father was John Rice Jones 
of Kaskaskia, a prominent lawyer, and his 
sister Mrs. Brady, when her husband died, 
married John Scott of Ste, Genevieve. 
Another school mate was Frederick 
Saugrain, now living at Sedalia. He was 
87 last March. His father was the only 
prominent physician in st. Louis after the 
change ofovernment. 

Ir. Dowling produced his list of the tax- 
able inhabitants and the valuation affixed in 
1811, from which a copy was made.

If by parity is meant taking both gold and 
silver to the mint (either in limited or unlim- 
ited quantities) i have nothing to say, for 
this is Just what is being done. 

If each metal were coined, either in unlim- 
ned or limited quantities (but in proportion 
de 
on a par, each With the other, and could not 
affect the commercial relations at all. Silver 
might sell at a discount in some country 
where gold was the measure, or gold might 
sell ata premium in some country where 
Silver was the measure, whether the United 
States Government had free or limited coin- 
age of one or both metals. 

If by parity is meant that the Government , 
shall, or may,change the ratio standard so 
that, when silver or gold can be bought any- 
where less than they are coined at, more or 
less gold or silver may be put in the coins 
(and thus keep them together at commercial 
par), Ihave nothing to say, but this is not 
what is being done. 

Igrant that the Government could keep 
following the commercial values up and 
down, and thus keep some kind of coining 
parity between gold and silver. The practi- 
Cal operation of such a plan is an open ques- 
tion, but I doubt that this is what Congress 
had in mind when resolving that a parity 
should be maintained between gold and

In practical flustration of my first prop- 
osition I will state that a fixed coining ratio 
has been maintained between 23 2-10 grains 
gold and 871% grains silver for fifteen years, 
and yet in countries we now buy from, 23 2-10 
grains of gold will pay for about 50 per cent 
more than 371% grains of silver, or to use 
our names, a gold dollar will buy there 50 per 
cent more than a silver dollar.

Supposing that under these conditions the 
commercial value of silver to. gold would 
soon be such that the gold in a dollar would 
buy.six pair of hose in England against four 
pair that could be bought with the stiverina 
dollar, then 23 2-10 grains gold, or its equiva- 
lent, 871% and 185% grains equal 657 grains of 
silver, would be sentto pay. This would put 
all gold te a premium of about the difference 
between the commercial and coining ratios, 
which in the case cited 1s 50 per cent. 

All quotations would of course be made in 
dollars and cents, and all home payments be 
made in silver or its equivalent, because no 
one would pay a gold dollar at home when it 
could be used to greater advantage abroad, 
and would be worth a premium over silver or 
paper dollars. 

Articles that were bought in this country 
(United States) for export,at say $1 delivered, 
would be paid for(while the ratio remained 
16 to 1 for colnage and 24 to 1 commercial 
ratio) in England by 8714 grains of silver, 
which would be worth 66% cents in English 
gold. This gold 1 bring to the United States, 
and, as it is at a premium of 50 per cent, I 
Sell my 66% cents for 871% grains of silver 
and have the dollar I sold for. 

The premium marks the difference be- 
tweenthe commercial value of the two 
kinds of coin used in trading between this 
and other countries, 

It is clear that, although gold is at a 
premium, it is just as much in the currency 
ofthe country as ever, for either 28 2-10 
grains of it ($1) or its equivalent 871% and 
185% equal 557 grains ($1.50) of silver, go out 
when we settle for $l foreign Gebts or pur- 
chases. 

The rule of a contracting or expanding 
currency comes into play just the same 
whether gold and silver are ata commercial 
and coining parity or disparity. 

If prices were high enough on his 
side to encourage importing part of the cur- 
rency (gold or its equivalent) would flow 
outto pay. The consequent stringency and 
decline in prices would check the inflow of 
goods, and, ifthe prices got low enough, we 
would begin exporting goods, and thus final. 
ly get back the currency We sent out. 

The general increase or decrease in values 
is regulated by the volume of Currency units 
ina country ahd not by the relation a part of 
those units may bear to other parts, in re 
gard to purchasing power. This latter is 
taken care of by a premium or discount, for 
where there is premium there must be dis- 
count. General values are fegulated by vol- 
ume of the whole national currency, and not 
by either a single or double standard as some 
suppose. 

If the total volume of any kind ofcurrency 
is known, in say the measure of dollars, all 
Values will conform to the total number of 
the dollars tbat can be secured to make set- 
tlements, The question of these dollar units 
being capable of making settlement is all 
anyone asks, and when this point is satis. 
factory values conform tothe number em- 
ployed. 

The present values in this country will not 
change unless the volume of the currency is 
increased or diminishea@ by exportation or 
importation as shown above; or by an in- 
crease or decrease of the dollar units owing 
to any abnormal cause. 

If a larget or smaller number was supplied 
than that now regulating values, prices 
might be expected to fit themselves tothe 
new increase or decrease of units. 

It would be no one's interest, however, to 
try and increase the volume of units by 
bringing metals here and getting them 
coined unless the things they bought with 
the coin were so low in price that they could’ 
be exporte@ to advantage to the country 
from where the metal came. This would 
mean that our prices must be lower than the 
prices of gold countries.

As long as there is a silver, or paper, cur- 
rency to be maintained in gold by the gov- 
ernment, they must keep a supply of gold 
for that pufpose,and they must keep it in the 
face of the fact that it can be sent out of the 
country to better advantage than any other 
part of the currency. As it gets drained out 
they must buy more to keep up the stock to 
security, or redemption, point. 

They need now at least $250,000,000 in gold 
to make it safe to have out $900,000,000 silver 
and greenbacks, ’ in 

If they bought what they lack of this sum 
to-morrow it would surely be exported 
sooner or.later, and then the Government 
would have to go into debt again to get 
another supply, and so on ad infinitum, 

What all business interests (outside the 
Government) require is a currency, main- 
tained ata uniform value that will pay ail 
debts and exchange all merchandise with - 
out a discount anywhere in the country, and 
of such a currency they have to keep such an 
amount on hand as to satisfy their creditors 
that It can always be gotten when wanted, 

What all business Interests should require 
ofthe Government is, not to undertake any- 
thingin connection with the currency that 
there would be any doubt whatever of their 
ability to perform, and perform without loss 
to themselves, too. 

The only two absoluteways that the Gov- 
ernment can perform this duty is (after x- 
ing a coining ratio) to firstcoin only one 
metal, either in full or part; or, second, coln 
two or more metals at fixed ratios, and 
make no effort to maintaina commercial 
parity. 

Whichever of tbese metals is not sent 
abroad will be the one used for redeeMing all 
forms of bank and business indebtedness, If 
silver, gold will be at a premium, as long as 
gold countries will give more for gold than 
silver at present ratio. If gold, silver will be 
ata discount as at present. 

Now, Ihave proved thatthe sixth proposi- 
sion is true, in theory and practice, and the 
question is what deductions should be drawn 
from the above six propositions if all are true 
in theory and fact. 

No. 1 shows that no two metals can be 
maintained at a universal commerciai 
parity. 

No. 2, that an attempt to retain them must 
exhaust the redeeming metal] and leave 
nothing to redeem with. 

No. 3 shows that the redeeming metal must 
go where it has most value. 

No. 4, that the different metals may be kept 
at par by the Government, Dut with danger- 
ous attending conditions, 

No. 6 shows trat the currency used in a 
country as a reserve and in settlement with 
all creditors is the one in which all values 
are quoted, and that the part of it that can 
be used to greatest advantage will be quoted 
ata premium equal to such advantage. 

No. 6. That by onty coining one metal, or 
(if more than one is coined), by making no at- 
tempt at redemption, can an absolute 
standard (independent of government or com- 
mercial uction) be obtained for the home cur. 
rency. Where two are coined, either gold 
must be at a premium or silver at a discount. 

After reading these six propositions, and 
admitting that they have been shown to be 
both theoretically and practically true, must 
I not 

First. Recommend repeal of the Sherman 
act, whether I want the Government to keep 
on redeeming all metals in gold,or want them 
to free-coin both metals. 

Second. Recommend that no effort be made 
to redeem silver, but that both it and gold be 
coined to a limited or full extent, and 
Treasury notes or coin issue to bringers of 
bullion, asthey may elect, 

Third. Recommend securing, as soon as 
possible, an international agreement that 
will abolish either a premium or discount. 

Fourth, That gold in the Treasury, not 
necessary for redemption of gold certificates, 
be held and sold at discretion ot the Secretary 
of the Treasury, if it should go toa commer- 
cial premium, 

Fifth. That the new coinage shall be at the 
rate of 20 to 1. The gold dollars to have 
twenty-two grains dne, and the silver to have 
440 grains fine, 

Sixth, Recommend that the Government 
redeem all the coins now issued at above 
rates, e. g., recoim the metals when pre- 
sented, giving the owners as many gold 
dollars as the Weight of the gold coin brought 
in will produce, and giving the owners of all 
silver dollars presented an equal number of 
new ones, tothe number brought, the Gov- 
ernment supplying the extra weight of 
metal. 

These two last recommendations are slmply 
made to bridge over the present large com- 
mercial disparity between gold and silver, 
and to permit them to start on their journey 

closely together. 

Will not everyone reading this article, and 
agreeing With Its reasoning and facts, try 
and bring its recommendations ®efore the 
members of our next Congress. 

To show that the foregoing are the only le - 
gitimate and proper recommedations. { will 
give in comparison some others that may be 
made. with their certian uence s.

BERKLEY’S TAR WATER. 

The tar- water cure once had a great run, It 
was fathered by no less learned and ingeni- 
ous a man than Bishop Berkeley—famous in 
his own day as a philosopher, chiefly remem- 
bered to-day as the author of a single line 
that alone of all his works survived the 
wreck ot time:

‘*Tar-Water Warehouse“ in Bury strert, 
where the reputed cures were prodigious. 
The Bishop was one day greatly elated to 
learn by an anogpymous letter that a sallor 
who had fallen and broken his leg had been 
made whole again by the use of tar. Next 
post, however, brought an explanation. The 
writer explained that he had forgotton to 
mention the factthat the leg was a wooden 
one. When a sailor shivers his timbérs in 
this way, tar of course has its efficacy. 

TOUCHING PUR SCROFULA. 

Touching forthe scrofula was oneof the 
most picturesque deiusiong in English medi- 
cal history.

But even if it were not s, even 
if Alexander II. andthe group of men who 
constituted the Government of Russia at 
that time were actuated by the most 8 
ous and disinterested motives, the debt of 
gratitude which we shonld owe 
would not be payable to Alexander III. ana 
the group of men who constitute the Rassian 
Government of to-day. The rulers of Russia 
thirty years ago were comparatively liberal 
and enlightened men, and they were en- 
gaged, at that very time, ina woek of re- 
eneration and reform which promised to 
bring happiness and prosperity to their peo- 
ple. The rulers of Russia to-day are oppres- 
sors, religious bigots, and reactionists, 
whose chief alm seems to be the complete 
estruction or all the liberal institutions that 
heir predecessors founded. We might prop- 
erly have felt sympathy withthe reforming 
Russian Government of 1862; but with the re- 
actionary Government of to-day, which gags 
the provisional assemblies, limits the right 
of trial by jury, persecutes the Jews and the 
Stundists, flogs the people by thousands for 
non-payment of taxes, and maintains itself 
by the rigorous enforcement of martial law, 
we can have nothing in common. If there is 
to be any ‘‘disinterested alliance’’ between 
the United States and Russia, itshould be 
based upon some nobler feeling than hos- 
tility to Great Britain. If there isto be any 
bridge of sentiment’’ between the Repub- 
lic of the West and the empire of the North, 
it should stretch not from the State Depart- 
Ment to the throne of the Czar, but from the 
hearts of the American people to the-hearts 
of the men and women beyond the Vistula 
who share our love of freedom, but are un- 
able to attain it, and who look to us for 
sympathy while they wait for the dawn ofa 
brighter day.’’ 


In the July number of 
Harper’s Magazine Poultney 
Bigelow, who is an intimate 
personal friend of the Ger- 
man Emperor, gives an account of the life of 
the German soldier in time of peace. Heis 
evidently a great admirer of the German ar- 
my, and appreciates the great pains that are 
taken torender officers and menas perfect 
as possible in all their duties. The German 


soldier is a machine, it may be, but those in 
authority see toit that he shall De as perfect 
an one as possible. As an instance of this 
Mr. Bigelow writes: 

‘*There are two things which the German 
officer does not and cannot condone—one 18 
non-efficiency of the soldier’s rifle, the other 
achafed foot. If either of these two takes 
place on the march or during the maneuvers, 
the soldier is immediately punished with 
arrest, and is not allowed to offer any 6x- 
cuse. During the different maneuvers of 
German army corps that I have attended, I 
cannot recall a handful of foot-sore men in 
the course of a day’s work, and yet at all 
these field operations forced marches are a 
feature, in order to test the endurance of 
omcers and men. The secret of this uniform 
excellence, as regards marching powers, 
lies in the training which the men receive. 
When they enter their company as recruits 
in October, the first thing thatis impressed 
upon their minds is the importance of the 
shoe and the musket. No pains are spared 
in giving the men at the start comfortable 
foot-gear, and they are expected to look 
after this with as much interest as if it was 
a chronometer, In the spring following, 
when the snowis off the ground, marches 
are undertaken, and these are regulated as 
carefully asare the strokes and courses of 
the college crew.’’

like angle. He hates spurs, because they 
prevent his drubbing his horse’s flanks with 
his heels as welias of holding on by them. 
Still, fashion often claims him for her own; 
he puts on spurs and tries to keep his heels 
where they belong. He is very expert in the 
saddle, both inthe way of tricks and at drill, 

Most Arab saddles have such an abnormal 
breadth between the legs as obliges you to 
spread your knees. Ifyou want totry the 
way Orientals usually sitin the saddle, get 
an extra wide cane-seat chair, sit astride it 
facing the back, and then put your heels up 
on the side rounds. Don't lean on the chair 
back; imagine a cantle behind you about two 
inches above the buttons on the back of your 
coat, and you haveitexactly. If you want 
to ride this way, makeup your mind to the 
acme of discomfort until you are used to it.

Revenue 
will continue to be raised by duties upon im- 
ports as at present and chiefly upon the fine 
textile fabrics—the luxuries or the rich, 
here can be little question that notbing 
would so certainly insure the permanent 
prosperity of Britian as free access to the 
American market, which can be effected’So 
easily through reunion, which would also 
bring with it enhanced value to land as the 
result of prosperity tn all branches of British 
trade and industry; and were Britain and 
America again one the American would find 
the one the best summer home within his 
reach. 

It is scarcely likely that either the Con- 
gress or the Parliament now in session will 
take steps to carry out Mr. Carnegie’s views.

The ‘‘Open Air Hotel’’ has a fine antique 

a vox about it. Weliked the name, so Bop- 
per and Ilounged wearlly in at the dilap- 
itated coach entrance.

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HOW ir HAS FIGURED in 
AND In FICTION.

The people ot Faribault, Minn., are all 
agog over a ghastly discovery. A new 
theater is to be built on the principal street 
of the city. The excavations for the founda. 
tions were begun some two monthsago. On 
May 8a workman unearthed the skeleton of 
a woman, No unusual occurrence, of course, 
and, indeed, it excited no unusual interest 
until a doctor, examining the skull, declared 
thag he found a break, such as might have 
been made by a heavy hammer. Evidently a 
murder myStery had been un Fur 
ther search revealed eight other skeletons. 
Only one of these is a woman’s. The same 
indentation of the skull was observed in all 


the skeletons. 

And then the old residents recalled an 
almost forgotten chapter of history. 

In the year 1852 Faribault consisted of but a 
single one and one-haif-story frame build- 
ing, at once inn, post-office, stage-office, 
blacksmith shop and general store, It was a 
stopping place for stages running from St. 
Paul to Rochester, and for people on their 
way to the gold fields of California. Thriv- 
ing, indeed, was the business done here, for 
old Jacgb Crows remitted money to the St. 
Paul bank by nearly every trip of the stage. 
But some ugly rumors began to be circu- 
lated. It was whispered that people who 
put up here at night were never seen again 
in the morning. Travelers began to shun 
the place, 

Ree? THE TWO ORPHANS. 

One night the stage-driver, probably acon- 
federate of Crows, arove two girls up tothe 
ta vorn door and advised them to put up tusre 
for the night. This was on June 12, 1857. The 
girls were Vira and Addie Lawson. Their 
parents had recently died in California, and 
they were going to relatives in Connecticut. 
Vira, the eldest, carried about her person 
the sum of $1,400 in gold—her father’s sav- 
ings. She may have heedlessly mentioned 
this fact to the stage-driver. Neither she 
nor her sister was ever seen again. 

Inquiries were instituted, Crows took 
alarm and fied. When on June 19 the stage 
again drove up to the tavern it was found ut- 
terly deserted. Nobody had seen the inmates 
leave. Search was instituted thronghout the 
house. In one of the four rooms reserved for 
guests an awful discovery was made. A cur- 
tain, hanging from the ceiling to the floor, 
served asa partition. Against the curtain 
stood a table and a chair, with its back to the 
curtain. Under the chair was a trap-door 
four feet square, opening into a cellar between 
tenand fifteen feet deep. There was a slit 
through the curtain about on a level with the 
head of a person sitting in the chair. 

It was evident that this was the room 
given to any traveller who was supposed to 
have money. One of the gang would hide 
behind the curtaih, hammer in hand. When 
the unfortunate sat down,the hammer de- 
scended on his head, the trap-door opened 
and the lifeless corpse would be precipitated 
into the cellar. Here it would be rified and 
subsequently buried somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Itis astonishing to relate, however, that 
although some twenty-one people were sup- 
posed to have fallen victims to Crows, no 
special effort was made to bring him to jus- 
tice of even to unearth the bodies of the 
slain, and so it happens that they have re- 
mained undisturbed until to-day. 

A TERRIBLY STRANGE BED. 

Now this true story in many of its details 
recalls one of the best known of Wilkie Col- 
lins’ minor fictions, the one entitled, 4 
Terribly Strange Bed.“ 

The story is of an English traveller in Paris, 
who, tiring of respectable gambling-houses 
Mke Frascati’s, and eager for novelty, is 
taken toa place where DiacKgmardism runs 
rlot. We had come to see aek guards, 
he says, ‘‘but these men were something 
worse. Thereis acomic side, more or less 
appreciable, in all blackguardism—here 
there was nothing but tragedy—mute, weird 
tragedy. had entered the place to laugh, 
but the spectacle before me was something to 
weep over. 

So he seeks relief in the excitement of gam- 
bling. He plunges desperately; he wins 
enormous sums. An old soldier looked on, 
professes great glee at every lucky stroke, 
and when the bank is broke invites the suc- 
cessful playerto drink a cup of coffee with 
him. Almost instantly he is seized with a fit 
of giddiness. The room whiris round and 
round furiously. He allows himself to be per- 
suaded to remain in the place all night. He 
locks, bolts and bars his door and throws 
himself oa his bed, a clumsy four-poster with 
the regular top lined with chintz, the regular 
fringe valance all round. But he now finds 
himself wide awake. He cannot sleep. He 
amuses himself by taking note of the various 
furnishings of the room—especially a dark 
old pieture whicn the feeble candle light 
dimly shows him. It is the picture of a fel- 
low ina high Spanish hat, crowned with a 
Plume of towering feathers. Then his 
thoughts wander. At last his eyes return to 
the picture. 

WAS THE BED MOVING? 

Good God! the man had pulled his hat down 
on his brows! 

No, the hat itself was gone. Where was the 
conical crown? Where the feathers—three 
white, two green? Not there! In place of 
the hat and feathers what dusty object was 
itthat now hid his forehead, his eyes, his 
shading hand?

The skelé- 
ton in armor not only understood him with- 
out any preparatory course in modern En- 
glish, but answered himin the same sort of 
Cambridge library echo of Norse metrical 
effects. In ‘‘a dull voice of woe“ it first 
warned the poet, on peril of a dead man’s 
curse, to rehearse the story perly in his 
‘verse, and then explained that it was a Vik- 
ing old, unsung as yet in story, who, fallin 
in love with a pad daughter of ol 
Hildebrand, had borne her away in his cor- 
sair craft, and had been blown by a hurrt- 
cane to the shores of what is now Newport, 

EVERYTHING ACCOUNTED FOR. 

It will be seen that this story accounts 

erfectly for the presence in Newport of the 

amous Round Tower. But even Longfellow 
gave only a poet’s hospitality to the fad of 
considering it a genuine Viking relic. Ina 
note to The Skeleton in Armor’’ he ac- 
knowledges that the plain citizen might echo 
the words of Sancho Panza: ‘‘God bless you! 
Did I not warn you to have a care of what 
you were doing, for that it was nothing but 
a windmill, and nobody could mistake it but 
one who had the like in his head,’’ 

Another American poet, Mr. William Cul- 
len Bryant, to wit, has made poetic use of 
the discovery in 1824 of human remains in a 
woody ravine near Stockbridge, Mass. It 
was 9 that the person came to his 
death by violence, but no traces could be 
discovered of his murderers. The remains 
were never identified. 

Bryant makes no attempt to call inany 
weird or ghostly effects. He simply voices in 
simple and affecting language the feelings 
which would naturally arise In the heart ofa 
sympathetic observer of the murdered re- 
mains. 

EUGENE ARAM. 

A curious part was played by a skeleton in 
the tragedy of Eugene Aram—famous in 
poetry, romance ant melodrama, and 
equally famous in real life. For Eugene 
Aram, as every one maynot remember, was 
no mere Character of fiction. He was th 
sonof a poor gardener in Yorkshire, wit 
aspirations beyond his station. He mastered 
several languages, and became a school- 
teacher in Knaresborough. Here he formed 
intimate acquaintance with Daniel 
Clarke, a shoemaker, who mysteriously dis- 
appear in 1745 after purchasing a fot of 
valuable goods on credit. Suspicion fell on 
Aram, notas Clarke’s murderer, but as his 
confederate in swindling. A portion of the 
goods were, in fact, dug up in Aram’s yard. 
He was arrested, but the evidence was in- 
sufficient to convict him. He then left 
Knaresborough and traveled through En- 
giand, collecting materials for a great 
etymological work—a Comparative Lexicon 
ofthe English, Latin, Greek, Hebrew and 
Celtic Languages. 

In 1759, fourteen years after the disappear- 
ance of David Clarke, a skeleton was dug up 
near Knaresborough. The old story was 
revived with a new meaning thrust into it. 
Clarke had not decamped; he had been mur- 
dered. This was his y. What strength- 
ened the theory was that Mrs. Aram 
frequently been heard to make terlous 
statements that her husbaad and a man 
named Houseman knew more of Clarke’s 
disappearance than they chose to admit.

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IN MIDWAY PLAISANCE. 


The Writer Describes the Javansse VII- 
lage and Other Things of Interest. 

Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 
Once, July 15.—I heard a new pronuncl- 
ation of plaisance in the Midway the other day 
—a cockney called it plizntz. It wasa relief, 
and Icalled it so for the remainder of the 
day. 

Everybody, by the way, enjoys the Javan- 
ense Village, its queer little inhabitants and 
itstheater. The village is so quaint, with its 
wall of braided cane, its pretty little cot- 
tages made of the same, and the smiling 
faces of the Javanese everywhere, that one 
loves to visit it. The Javanese toilet is easily 


made. Men and women draw a piece of fig- 
ured cotton cloth around the waist, which 
reaches below the knees, and pin it in front. 
This is drawn so tightly around the legs that it 
gives the appearance of bending backward 
in walking. They wear a cotton coatand 
look more comfortable than picturesque. Of 
course their nd feet are bare. 

In the mid he village is a coffee- 
house, where delicious coffee, tea and choco- 
late are served on broad verandas. 

The theater is interesting, esvecially so as 
the drama is performed exactly as at home 
in the royal theater, with one exception, 
and that is the women wear the cheapest 
kind of seamless white cotton stockings, 
which they have acquired from the American 
girls who serve in the coffee-house. They 
wear no sandals, and their feet look ex- 
tremely ugly incaseu in these shapely hose. 
These hose are held up by cotton strings 
which tumble down about their ankles and 
make them stoop frequently during the play 
to A them up. 

s were not sorry for this, for it was the 
only humor in the drama which we could 
understand.

Sam’s Pretty Daughters. 
From the London Telegraph. , 

We shall never have a thoroughly artistic 
Series of studiesof the American girl from 
English pens and pencils untu our country- 
men recognize the fact that American girls 
differ physically and characteristically among 
themselves quite as widely, if not even more 
widely, than English girlsdo. In tne Union 
multitudes of girls may be met with who are 
almost Germans or almost Irish in blood. 
Half Swedish, half Spanish South Americans, 
half Italian types of temininity are also con- 
tinnallx met with; and, indeed, there are 
skilltul students of American character who 
declare that the genuine American girl is 
only to be met with in New England—that is 
to say, in the States of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. In those st ates the origin- 
of English biood has, with scarcely any for- 
eign strain in it, descended from the time of 
the immigration of the Pilgrim Fathers to 
our own days. They are the true Tan- 
kees,’’ and yet unobservant writers are al- 
ways ready to typify the New York, or the 
Pbhiladelphian, or the Baltimore, or the Vir- 
ginian young lady asa ‘‘Yankee’’ girl. New 
York City is perhaps one of the most cosmo- 
politan cities in the world, and the French, 
the German and the Irish types have been 
freely mingled with the Anglo-Saxon ones; 
While some account must taken of the 
Knickerbocker aristocracy—that is to say, of 
the descendants of the old Dutch settlers. 

The expert in character will at once be able 
to distinguish between a young lady from 
Manhattan and one who hails from Pennsy)l-
